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HOPE FOR TARIFF REVISION 


THE SENATE AND HOUSE BOTH AT 
WORK ON FHE SUBJECT. 

THE REPUBLICAN SENATORS AGREE TO PUSH 
THEIR BILL—-MR. KELLEY PRESENTS HIS 
MEASURE TO THE HOUSE. 

Wasuineron, Jan. 25.—After much de- 
lay the Tariff bill is at last before both 
houses of Congress, and there are indications 
that there has been an eleventh hour awaken- 
ing among the Republicans that may at least 
win for them the report of really desiring to 
do something definite in the way of modifica- 
tion or revision before the final adjournment 
about a month hence. Among the prominent 
Senators there was on Wednesday a feeling of 
dissatisfaction that led to the fear among ob- 
servers that there would be a break-up 
so serious as to preclude the hope of 
anything like effective action by that side 
on the bill as a whole. The Senators from 
lumber-producing States were aggravated to 
bitterness by the adoption of Mr. Ingalls’s 
ainendment to put lumber on the free list, but 
Mr. Sbermen and other friends of the pig-iron 
interest were disappointed beeause the propo- 
gition to raise the duty on pig-iron to $6 72 
had been rejected by so strong a vote. 

A number of the Senators who saw the ne- 
cessity for consultation and agreement, asked 
for acouference. In response to this request, 
two conferences were held today, the first 
preceding the session of the Senate, and the 
second following the Senate’s adjournment. 
The attendance at these conferences is reported 
to have been large. Speeches were made by 
eight or ten Senators, and some of them, who 
were feeling aggrieved, aired their grievances 
and expressed their opinions freely. Mr. Lo- 
gan, it appears, had obtained the {mpression 
that Mr. Allison did not want the bill to pass 
at all, and that he would be quite indifferent 


jo the number of amendments that might be 

opted. Mr. Allison endeavored to assure 

$ that he was mistaken in this opinion, 

the rather inclimed to accept Mr. Logan’s 
suggestion that there were too many Senators 
who wanted to have their own way and secure 
attention to local interests, regardless of the 
effect that a narrow policy might have upon 
the bill and the Republican Party. Mr. Con- 
Er. who is smarting under the injury which 

thinks the lumber wen have sutfered by the 
approval of the proposition to admit lumber 
tree of duty, spoke quite as — in the con- 
ference as he had out of it, and led his associ- 
ates to understand that he did not believe that 
be could vote for the billit the amendment 
he complained of should be adhered to. Mr. 
Allison rather resented the idea that he was 
hostile to the bill, and appealed to his associ- 
ates to adopt some plan upon which the dis- 
cussion could be pushed forward with more

t the later conference the temper of all the 
Senators present was good. The necessity for 
harmonious action as a means of securing 
progress was conceded by all, Mr. Sherman, 
Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Morrill, Mr. Plumb, Mr. 
Aliison, and others taking part in the discus- 
sion. There was no talk about any of the 
schedules, the conference confining itself to 
the consideration of a general plan of action. 
Mr. Morrill urged his associates very earnest- 
ly to abandon speech-making, as he consid- 
tred that the whole subject had been plowed 
over and over, and that there was no real 
Recessity for extended speeches. It was 
soon ascertained that it was the sense 
of the Republican Senators that there 
must be more time devoted to the bill 
each day. A proposition to take a recess each 
day at 6 o’clock was submitted and voted 
down, only three or four Senators voting in 
the affirmative. A second proposition that 
the Senate should prolong its sessions, and sit 
as long as a quorum could be kept in the 
Chamber, was adopted unanimously. This 
course, if followed, will overturn the resolu- 
tion adopted a few days ago, on Mr. Cock- 
rell’s motion, to adjourn each day at 6 o’elock. 
Before the conference adjourned it came to 
be pretty well unders that the lumber 
amendment, the adoption of which had so ag- 
grieved Mr. Conger, Mr. McMillan, and Mr. 
Frye, would be voted on in the Senate, and 
probably with a different result, as it is under- 
stood that several Senators who voted for it 
bave intimated that they will change their 
roves from the affirmative to the negative. 

The Senators who took part in the conference 
tre to-night more hopeful of the passage of the 
oil than they were yesterday. . Sherman 
was this afternoon still dissatisfiea with the ac- 
sion of the Senate in refusing to make the duty 
om pig iron $6 72aton. He said the rate fixed 
—$6a ton—would cause a revolt among the 
Dbio iron men. Hedid not much expect that 
the Senate would revise its action on that item, 
but supposed that the iron question, and in fact 
the entire metals schedule, would have to be 
settled in a conference committee. 

Nothing whatever was done in the Senate 
to-day with the Tariff bill or amy other bills. 
The entire day was consumed in the delivery 
pf evlogies in relation to the late Senator Ben 
H. Hill. Mr. Morrill intends to make a motion 
to-merrow morning that hereafter all speeches 
mn amendments be limited to five minutes. 
[his matter was talked of in the conference, 
put Senators were not hopeful that the Dem- 
»erats would allow the adoption of the motion. 

Soon after noon, in the House, the Naval 
Appropriation bill having been passed, Mr. 
Kelley moved to go into Committee of the 
Whole on the revenue bills. The House was 
lull, and the members on the} Democratic side 

They crowded 
fown to the centre of tie aisle as if prepared 
to have e good time with Mr. kelley, and 
were apparently very much pleased when Mr.

When the bill to abolish the 
mternal revenue tax on tobacco, snuff, ci- 
gars, and cigarettes was reached, Mr. Tucker, 
pf the Ways and Means Committee, called for 
the yeas and nays, and the Democrats voted 
very solidly in favor of considering the bill. 
It was laid aside, however, by a vote of 146 to 
101, Among the bilis which were laid aside 
were those to admit free a monument to George 
Washington, to regulate the duty on weiss 
beer, and to authorize the use of an automatic 
meter and test the specific gravity of distilled 
spirits and malt liquors. 

At 1:80 o’clock Mr. Kelly had the Tariff bill 
before the House, and also had the floor to 
make some remarks introducing it to the 
House. He was pressed for time, as he was 
informed soon after he began that a message 
from the Senate conveying notice of the ad- 
journment of that body, out of respect to the 
memory of the late Senator Hill, waited for 
him to conclude. With almost pathetic earn- 
estness, bolding the billin both his bands and 
extended at arm's length in front of 
him, he spoke his mind concerning it. 
There were many things in it, he said, which 
his individual judgment did not approve. The 
reductions would be so great, he feared, as to 
impair the efficiency of our producing power, 
and put consumers in the pow-r of those who 
would havea monopoly of our markets, never- 
theless, he should support the bill in all its 
features and offer amendments when instruct- 
ed todo so by the committee which framed 
the measure. Then be went on to say how ne- 
vessary it was, in legislating for 50,000,000 of 
people, with great and diverse interests, to 

y aspirit of compromise. ‘‘ As a whole,” 
‘said he, with a look of honest pride on 
his face, ‘' this is the best tariff bill ever re- 
ported to an American Congress.” In ex- 
peers) still further some features of the bill, 

e said that as it was a complete substitute for 
Title 23 of the Revised Statutes, several para- 
graphs now in the law reappeared in the bill, 

as it was necessary to re-enact in erder to re- 

tain them. No change in the essential charac- 
ter of the old tariff was contemplated, no new 
scheme was offered, but a revision of the ex- 
isting tariff adapted to changed conditions. The 
development of manufactures, particularly that 
ot steel, made changes imperative,and called for

ment,” he said, ** makes much of our revenue 
laws and the courts make still more.” Ap- 
pealing to the House on both sides, he remind- 
ed the members that business was at a stand- 
still. He hoped that while his friends on the 
Democratic side would have a full opportunity 
for discussion, his friends on the Republican 
side would be faithful to their constituents in 
this emergency. They owe it to labor, em- 
barrassed by long delay, and to the fair 
fame otf the Forty-seventh Congress, to act 
promptly and expeditiously upon a matter so 
vitally important. Directing attention to the 
table of estimated reductions prepared for the 
Ways and Means Committee, and which is 
generally adimitted to be only a guess about 
what the Tariff bill will accomplish in tho 
way of reduction, Mr. Kelley referred to the 
$20,000,000 estimated, and then declared it te 
be his own impression that the reduc- 
tion would. be much greater, predi- 
cated upon the imports of 1882. As 
be was about to go into particulars, 
so show the benefits to be derived from the 
taking off of ‘“‘charges” the message from the 
Senate was received, and the House suspended 
business to hear speeches in honor of the late 
Senator Hill. Mr. Kelley will have the floor 
to-morrow, and will consume only a short 
time before asking the committee to get down 
to its work in considering the bill and accom- 
panying schedules. 

After the adjournment of the Senate this af- 
ternoon an infermal conference of Democratic 
Senaters was also held in one of the commit- 
tee rooms. Senator Pendleton presided and 
about 20 Senators were present. The discus- 
sion was confined to the general policy to be 
pursued in regard to the Tariff bill. No at- 
tempt was made to reach an agreement as to 
what action should be taken touching any par- 
ticular feature of the bill, or as to any amend- 
ments to be offered. The general sentiment as 
expressed favered a curtailment as far as pos- 
sible of speech-making and an avoidance on 
the part of the Democrats of the appearance of 
filibustering or purposely delaying the pas-, 
sage of the bill

The commission will begin in February to 
distribute white-fish in the lake region; trout 
will go next, and salmon later in the season.

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PROVING ; DORSEY’S GUILT 


HIS CORRUPT PRACTICES WHILE A 
SENATOR. 


MR. NOONE CORROBORATES MOORE'S STORY— 
SENATE STATIONERY USED BY THE 


THIEVES—DAMAGING LETTERS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The star route 
trial continued to be interesting to-day owing 
to the testimony ef Albert E. Boone, the well- 
known contractor, and the admission of sev- 
eral letters sent by Stephen W. Dorsey to 
Postmasters in Arkansas in 1877, while he was 
a Senator of the United States. Boone was 
examined by Mr. Merrick, and at first he cor- 
roborated the important testimony of Andrew 
W. Moore, who acted as the agent of the 
Dorsey party at the beginning of the contract 
term in 1878, under Stephen W. Dorsey’s in- 
structions, and who afterward, to use his own 
words, entered into the conspiracy to rob the 
Government with the understanding that he 
should have one-fourth of the ‘‘stealings.” 

Boone testified that at the time specified by 
Moore he had conversations with Stephen W. 
Dorsey, John W. Dorsey, and Miner about 
Moore. Stephen W. Dorsey wanteda good 
man to go West and put service on several 
routes, and Boone recommended Moore. Boone 
also told how he brought Miner and Moore 
together, and how Moore was engaged as 
agent. He then testified in relation to his 
own association with the Dorsey party, be- 
ginning with his conference with S. W. Dorsey 
at the latter's request, in S. W. Dorsey’s 
house, in the Fall of 1877, at the time of put- 
ting in bide. This part of Mr. Boone's story 
was given to the public at the first trial. He 
bad been a clerk in the depaatment, and was 
then a contractor, holding many small routes 


and having a wide experidnce in all matters 
pertaining to star service, especially with ref- 
erence to the methods of the department. He 
was taken into the combination with the under- 
standing that he should have a one-third in- 
terest. He was to do ail the clerical and 
other prelimivary work. In his testimony to- 
day he said that S. W. Dorsey warned him to 
be careful of Stephen B. Elkins, counsel fer 
the star route contractors. Logan H. Roots 
and R. C. Kerens knew what was going on. 
Boone testified also as to the work which he 
did for the Dorsey party in consequence of the 
partnership arrangement which had been 
made. He got circulars printed and sent them 
to Postmasters along the lines. He paid the 
postage, and 8. W. Dorsey afterward paid 
him, The envelopes used were those 
of the United States Senate, and were 
furnished by 8S. W. Dorsey, who was then a 
Senator. He had seven reams of bid pro- 

osals and bonds printed, for which 8, W. 

orsey paid, through him. The first package 
of these was sent to Miner,in Ohio, by 8S. W. 
Dorsey’s instructions. Me received a letter 
from Miner, but had destroyed it, with all 
his other papers relating to the matter. He 
sent packages of the bid proposals and bends 
to Postmasters at Little Rock, Fort Smith, 
Helena, Hot Springs, amd Pine Bluff, Ark., 
under the directions of S. W. Dorsey, who 
told hitn that bonds would be turnished there. 
Some of these papers were sent in blank. 

When Boone reached this point, counsel for 
Dorsey saw that the Clendenning correspond- 
ence was near at hand, and they vigorously 
fought against the admission of the testimony. 
Mr. Ingersoll wanted it all stricken out, but 
Mr. Bliss urged that Boone should proceed, on 
the ground that the testimony was revealing 
the foundation of the conspiracy and showing 
that the scheme was started upon the 
determination of a Senator of the United 
States to violate the law in becoming 
interested in contracts and _ inducing 
a Postmaster illegally to certify to 
bonds. Mr. Ingersoll argued that the Clen- 
denning letters had been excluded by Judge 
Wylie in the first trial. The Judge directed 
Boone to proceed, upon the ground that the 
evidence was admissible, as showing 8S. W. 
Dorsey’s assoviation with the other defendants 
in this confederacy relating to star routes. 
Boone then said he was directed to send out 
the blank proposals and bonds, for the reason 
that the bondsmen would be furnished in Ar- 
kansas, and the bidders, whose names were not 
filled in, would afterward be furnished here. 
The packages were returned to 8S. W. Dorsey. 
who turned them ever tohim. The Postmas- 
ters at Little Rock, Helena, and Hot Springs 
responded. He then identified a blank propo- 
sal and bond partly filled out, which had been 
sentto Postmaster Clendenning, as a model 
which he was to followin certifying in viola- 
tion of the law. The model was in his hand- 
writing, anda note attached toit was in the 
handwriting of Senator Dorsey. 

The Clendenning letters now being before 
the court, Mr. Ingersoll energetically opposed 
their admission. Mr. Merrick said that his 
object was to show from Dersey’s own letters 
his connection with the transaction, his knowl- 
edge that the proposals and bonds were in 
blank, bis instructions about what should be 
done with them, aud his requests that his 
agency should be canceled. Dorsey would 
speak to the jury through his own letters. 
Mr. Ingersoll asserted that these letters and 
documents had nothing whatever to do with 
the case. Mr. Bliss urged that they showed 
Dorsey's direct interest in the corrupt com- 
bination while he was a Senator. 

** Where is this thing to end?’ cried Mr. In- 
gersoll. 

‘**In the penitentiary,” replied Mr. Blissina 
low tone of voice. 

** You'll be there,” exclaimed Ingersoll 
angrily, ‘‘assoon as myclient. I represent 
a gentleman; my client is a gentleman,” 

After some argument the Judge began to 
announce his decision. He declared that 
at the first trial he had supposed that 
the letters were offered to prove some Official 
misconduct on the part of Senator Dorsey 
while in the Senate, but now it appeared 
that he had overlooked the other question, 
whether or not they tended to show the con- 
nection between Senator Dorsey and the otber 
defendants as having existed even from the 
beginning of the bidding. That was a point 
of great importance, and the former 
decision had not taken it into account, 
either because it had not been presented, or be- 
cause he had overlooked it. As he proceeded 
it was plain that he intended to admit the let- 
ters, oing on in a deliberate way his eyes 
fellon A. B. Williams, one of Brady's counsel, 
sitting next to Mr. Ingersoll im the Jong row of 
lawyers, and the expression of his face and his 
actions aroused his indignation. The Judge's 
slow and measured tones were suddenly inter- 
rupted; he turned from his interpretation of 
the Jaw and sharply exclaimed, with his eyes 
on Williams: **‘What do you mean, Sir? 
Why are you sneering and giggling 
there like a fool ?’ Williams arose and began 
to say that the court’s language was improper. 
“ Your manner, Sir,’’ continued the Judge, 
‘*was extremely insulting to the court.” Wil- 
liams then said that he had not been sneering 
and laughing at the court, but that his merri- 
ment had been caused by something which a 
friend had said tohim. The Judge could not 
remove from his mind the impression that 
Williams had been sneering and laughing at 
him, but be modified his condemnation. ‘I 
don’t say,” he continued, ‘that my remarks 
were unmerited, but the court owes you an 
apology.”’ 

He then proceeded to admit the letters. A 
great many exceptions were taken, and it was 
some time before the letters and model pro- 
posal were read, The first was a note of in- 
structions, appended by Senator Dorsey to 
-_ model proposal and bond, anc was as fol- 
Ows:

Dear CoLoneL: Two men, who will certify to 
$15,000, can make all these bonds. Have notary 
certify to them with seal. and you approve them 
andreturntome. You can fill out the bonds like 
the one sent; only these blanks we have filled, and 
get some one to aign the whole lot at ence. I will 
pay any expedse you may be to in this matter. 

Note the invtructions carefully. 

The next was a letter from Senator Dorsey 
to Postmaster Clend uning, sent about the 
time that the package of blanks was sent. 
This was as fellows: 

UNITED States SENATE CHAMBER, } 
WasHInoton, D. C., Dec. 9, 1877. 

DEAR CoLoneEL: There is nota thing in the idea 
that I doubted your kindly regard for myself. I 
know as well probably as anybody who my friends 
are,and who to trust. Whatever I have said about 
tne office-holders of Fort Smith related solely to 
other parties, whose identity is as clear to yon as 


myself. I shall do what I can for those who treat 
meas [think I deserve to be treated. You can 
rely upon my aid, which has‘*saved you on more 
than one occasion. Keep your offce straight, so it 
will bear inspection, and there wiil be no trouble. 
I send you some bonds which I desire made fora 
friend. Have it done, but under no possible circum- 
stances allow any one to know from whom they 
come. Make the bonds at once and return them to 
me here. Keep clear of Roots and Kerens or 
friends.

After these letters had been read and the 
illegal methods suggested had been explained 
the court adjourned, Mr. Boone will continue 
to-morrow. 

In the first trial an attempt was made to 
get in the Clendenning correspondence, 
though Clendenning himself, who was ready 
to submit, in addition, his answer to Senator 
Dorsey, in which he pointed out that be had 
been asked to violate Section 3,947 of the Re- 
vised Statutes and commit a misdemeanor, 
punishable by dismissal, fine, and imprison- 
ment. He also was ready to submit a letter 
received in reply from Senator Dorsey, in 
which the latter said that be knew nothing 
whatever about the bonds, and had asked him 
to certify simply as a favor to Albert E. 
Boone. He also assured him that Postmaster 
Edmunds, of this city, did not construe the 
law as Clendenning did, for he had esked him 
to do the same thing a hundred times, and he 
had always done it. 

It was shown during the first trial that wit- 
nesses for the Government must submit tothe 
abuse of the defendant’s newspapers in this 
city, and it is plain that they must expect the 
same treatment at this trial. Brady’s after- 
1roon paper denounces Moore as a perjurer, 
and centinues its abuse of John A. Walsh, 
who bas been subpoenaed. Mr. Walsh ap- 
pealed to the Government for protection in 
the first trial, and he has complained that he 
did not get it. 

The Avening Star says that there has been 
recorded a deed in which Thomas J. Brady 
and wife convey to Theodore N, Vail, of Mas- 
sachusetts, Gen. Brady’s house on Farragut- 
square for the sum of $125,000. 

The reports which were current last night to 
the effect that the Grand Jury had decided to 
ignore the charges against William Dickson, 
Foreman of the jate star route jury, seem to 
have been without substantial foundation; or, 
if there was such a decision, it has been recon- 
sidered. Subpcwnas were issued to-night for 
all of the witnesses recently summoned by the 
Grand Jury in connection with this case, and 
for one or two persons not previously before 
them, including Mr. Brewster Cameron.

BPICY CONVERSATION BETWEEN IRON MEN 
—SHOULD IRON ORE BE ADMITTED FREE? 
PITTSRURG, Jan. 25.—The charge of Senator 

Miller yesterday that the Bessemer steel men had 

controlled the Tariff Commission was widely dis- 

cussed in this city to-day. The manufacturers 
denied any knowledge of the alleged antagonism, 
but one member of the Pittsburg Bessemer Steel 

Company blurted out: 

“It is Morrell who is at the bottom of it.” 
**Morroll !’’ queried the correspondent. ‘“ He of 


the Cambria Iron Company’ Why should he wish 
to reduce the duty on iron ore?” 

“He advocated it at the Cresson convention, 
and for this reason: he believed that the best in- 
terests of the country demand that raw material 
be admitted free of duty until the foreign supply 
is exhausted, and that then the resources of our 
own could be thrown on the market without fear 
of competition. Now, it may be very well for him 
to advocate this, although he has about $1,500,000 
invested in iron mines inthe Lake Superior region. 
He has millionsto back him, and can afford to let 
his money lie idle as long as the biast furnaces and 
iron-works pay him, for he can, if necessary, buy 
foreign ore and still make enough profit on iron 
to avoid a loss. But what is a man of moderate 
means who has his money invested in the iron 
mines todo? Supposing a man has $100,000 tied up 
in a mine and iron ore is admitted at a reduced 
rate or free ef duty, what is a man in this ease 
to do? He has invested all the money at 
his command, and he cannot compete with 
the miners of Spanish or Irish ore. As a re- 
sulthe is shut out of the market, loses every- 
thing, and is a ruined man. No, although 
it might be admitted that the exhaustion of the 
foreign supply of ores might eventually be the best 
thing for the country, this generation cannot af- 
ford to starve for the benefit of tne next, and, 
although the man with millions at his command 
can afford to wait, the man with a bundred thou- 
sand or two would bo ruined,and hundreds of 
others ruined with him.” 

Another gentleman in the office at the time was 
Mr. H. E. Collins, of H. E. Collins & Co., dealers in 
domestic and foreign ores, and in a very short 
time Mr. Collins and another gentleman who had 
expressed himself against the reduction of duty on 
ore were ougaged in a lively but coed-natured and 
spicy argument, ‘I believe in admitting iron ore 
free,” said Mr. Collins. *‘ For heaven's sake, Jet 
us draw the line of vrotection somewhere, and let 
us begin at raw material.”’ 

“But if you do,” said the other gentleman, “you 
will rufa most of the men who have their money 
invested in the develepment of mines.” 

“You will ruin nobody. Don’t tell me that a 
difference of 50 cents on the ton will ruin men who 
are making from $3to $6 per ton. No, Sir, Il am 
tired of this eourtry pleading the baby act. Let 
us come out of our swaildlixg clothes and try to 
be a nation of grown men.”’ 

But,” interposed the other, “‘you will close u 
some of the poor-paying mines. With their small 
dividends they cannot pay wages and stand com- 
petition with the poor paid labor of Eurove. Iam 
a high wages man, and believe that high wages lead 
to prosperity.” 

“So am Ia high wages man,” retorted Mr. Col- 
lins, “‘ but if the poor mines cannot stand let them 
go. The paying mines can stand it. I have spent 
as much money in developing iron minesin the 

ast five years as any man in Pittsbnrg, and have 
ost a great deal in such ventures, but I say that 
mine prospecting is speculation—well, it’s gambling 
= as much as if you were to put a hundred dol- 
ars in oi] on margins, or a man was to lay a twen- 
ty-dollar bill on the ace. But the reduction of duty 
on iron ore will ruin nobody.” 
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O1L PASSES THE DOLLAR LINE. 
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EXCITEMENT ON THE PITTSBURG EXCHANGE 

—$1 05 REACHED TOWARD THE CLOSE. 
PITTSBURG, Jan. 25.—The closing incidents 
of yesterday's oil market gave assurance that to- 
day would beaday of activity and excitement in 
oil circles. Early in the morring the people began 
te fleck into the lobby, and by the time of the open- 
ing that part of the Exchange was filled, men being 
present who had given the market the cold shoul- 


der since the November break. The Patterson & 
Leedon well continued to be diseussed. there 
being a fair percentage of cautious people in 
the crowd who desired more positive evidenee that 
the well was dry than had yet been received 
before they re-embarked. When business began 
in the regular way $i 0444 was the opening figure, 
und there wasa very fair degree of exeitement, 
the bull ring being surrounded by the full attend- 
ance of brokers. There was a strong disposition 
to se]! ana realize profits on the advance and oil 
was offered so freely at a!l the Exchanges that the 
price breke ard ati10:15 o’clook was down to 
$1 03144. This was followed by a recovery to $1 04, 
but the rush to sell again set in and from 11 o'clock 
on till the clese the priee gravitated downward, 
standing at $1 0144 When the gopg seunded. 
§ibusiness bad been very heavy, the sales on the 
first cali being estimated at 3,000.00 barrels. Dur- 
ing the recess some one in the lobby got a telegram 
stating that the Patterson was not dry. but flowing 
heavily, and this created a scare, anil there was a 
great deal of curb-stone business, in which oii sold 
down to $1. The opentng price was $1 01, and the 
feeling was so weak that there was an instant 
break to $1 0014, the lowest price made during the 
day. The brokers soon got on to the falsity of the 
fiowing story, andin 10 minutes thereafter there 
was active buying at $1 0234, and at 2:40 P. M. the 
price was up to $1 03'4. There was then a period of 
quiet,during which the fignre sagged to $1 02%, and 
then another flurry of activity carried it to $1 93%4. 
After settling back to $1 0354 it once more took the 
upward course, and amid much excitement and 
heavy trading was ‘* boosted" to the. highest point 
of the day—$1 05. 

It could not be maintained, however, and gradu 
ally dropped until the close, the last sale being 
$1044. The day’s sales ageregated 5,000,000 barrels. 
If the favorable reports from the Patterson well 
continue to-morrow the sales will be double that 
amount.

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PRINCE JEROME’S RASH ACT 
sites acisippsiat 
SEVERE MEASURES DEMANDED 
AGAINST PRETENDERS. 

THE MINISTERIAL CRISIS NOT YET ENDED— 
THE DEPUTIES’ COMMITTER DEMAND THE 
EXPULSION OF ALL PRETENDERS. 

Paris, Jan. 25.—The Ministers to-day 
had another conference with the committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies on the bills against 
pretenders, and in reply to various questions 
they promised to consider any decision the 
committee mightecometo. After the departure 
of the Ministers the committee adopted a 
proposition excluding from French territory, 
Algeria, and the colonies ali members of fami- 
lies which have reigned ia France, depriving 
them of political rights as citizens, declar- 
ing them ineligible to any office, and pre- 
venting them from’ belonging to the 
Army. ‘rhe resolution of the commit- 
tee further provides that transgressors of 
the proposed law shall be amenable to the cor- 
rectional tribunals, and liable to from one to 
five years’ imprisonment, after which they 
shall be again expelled. The discussion re- 
vealed wide divergencies between the views of 
the Ministry and the committee. M. Proust 
inquired whether the Ministry would use per- 
missive powersif granted. The only answer 
he elicited was that they would examine 
the matter. M. Fallitres, Minister of the In- 
terior, declared that no danger existed threat- 
ening the Repubiic. Some troublesome desires 
existed, but they had no chance of realization. 
No conspiracy, he thought, considering the 
genera] feeling of the nation, could become for- 
maidable. 

At the conference between the Ministry and 
the committee on the bills for expelling the 
Orleans Prinees from France, held to-day, M. 
Billot, while in a great measure favoring the 
Orleans Princes, admitted that the conduct of 
some of them was notsuch as he could altogether 
approve. M. Billot confessed that the Ducae 
Chartres left bis regiment witheut leave to visit 
the Duc d’Aumales’s camp. M. Billot blamed 
the officers of the army for addressing the 
Princes as Monseigneur when off duty and 
admitted the inconvenience of having the 
Princes in the Army, for where, he said, there 
were planets there would be satellites. M. Bil- 
lot. acquiesced in a statement that the Ver- 
sailles Committee on grades, which confirmed 
the commissions of the Orleans Princes, was 
in the main Orleanist in its composition. M. 
Billot pointed out that if the appointment of 
the Duc d’Aumaleas a General of Division 
were canceled all the official work dene by 
him would fall to the ground, notably 
the sentence passed on Marshal Bazaine, which 
the Duc d’Aumale signed as President of the 
court martial. 

The Cabinet Council which was to have been 
held to-day to decide in relation to the ques- 
tions at issue has been postponed until to-mor- 
row. 

Figaro and the Gaulois say that the report 
of the magistrate who is conducting the in- 
quiry in the case of Prince Napoleon states 
that sufficient cause has not beea shown for 
further proceedings. his report will not be 
published until the Chamber of Deputies has 
decided in regard to the bills against pretend- 
ers to tbe throne. A rumor which gained cur- 
rency that the charge against Prince Jerome 
had been dismissed is contradicted. Mean- 
while it is affirmed that President Grévy 
yesterday refused to sign a decree of expul- 
sion on the ground that a special law on the 
subject must first be voted. Since Monday 
Prinee Jerome has been unable to take his usu- 
al exercise in the Conciérgerie, owing to an af- 
fection of the heart trom which he is suffering. 

It is formally announced from Frohsdorf 
that the Count de Chambord has no idea of 
issuing a mauifesto under the present circum- 
stances. 

It is reported that M. de Freycinet and M. 
Wilson will form a new Cabinet. 

Lonpon, Jan. 25.—The ex-Empress Eugénie, 
in an interview with a newspaver reporter, 
said she had neither seen nor written to Prince 
Napoleon, nor attempted todoso. She had no 
communication with the French Government 
and no hint that her departure was necessary. 
She returned to London, having accomplished 
the object of her journey, which was simply 
one of family sympathy with Princess Ma- 
thilde. 

MARSEILLES, Jan. 25.—Several of tho Re- 
publican clubs have telegraphed their repre- 
sentatives in the Chamber of Deputies to sup- 
port M. Floquet’s proposition prohibiting the 
presence in France or Algeria of any member 
of former French dynasties. 

Lonpon, Jan. 26.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: ‘‘At the Elysée last night the word 
dissolution was heard, but the result of a gen- 
eral Parliamentary election at the present 


crisis is feared.”’

IRISH STARVATION AND POLITICS. 
PROVISIONS FOR DISTRESSED PEOPLE—THE 
TROUBLES OF AGITATORS., 

Lonpon, Jan. 25.—A gun-boat has gone 
to Innismurray, off the coast of Sligo, Iro- 
land, with provisions for the inhabitants, who 
are reported to be starving. 

The Times, commenting on the Parliamen- 
tary election at Mallow, Ireland, where Mr. 
O’Brien, editor of the United Jrelanad, defeat- 
ed the Government candidate, says: **The 
demonstration of the prevailing opinion at 


Mailow, which is not likely to be more violent 
than the opinion in the surrounding districts, 
can only be eo as defiance of the Gov- 
ernment and of all English parties.”’ 

Mr. Joseph Cowen, (Radical,) member of 
Parliament for Newcastle-on-Tyne, has tele- 

raphed to Mr. Davitt as follows: “lf you 
Sesire to give bail I will become one of your 
bondsmen, or for Mr. Healy if he desires it.” 

Itis reported that important evidence has 
recently been obtained in regard to the perpe- 
trators of outrages during the lust two years 
in the west of Ireland. The Police anticipate 
capturing all the members of the organization 
which prompted the crimes; also, the per- 
sons coneerned in the murder of Lord Mount- 
morres. Itis probable that they will be in- 
dicted soon. A man whois believed to have 
taken part in the murder of Mr. Blake and his 
servant, Flynn, near Loughrea, is now in 
America. He is being sought after, and if 
found it is surmised be wili turn Queen’s evi- 
dence and disclose the names and whereabouts 
of his associates. 

Dustin, Jan. 25.—Mr. Healy, who, with 
Messrs, Davitt and Quinn, was yesterday re- 
quired in the Queen’s Bench Division to find 
security for bis good behavior, says he will re- 
fuse to give bail and will go to prison, 

The Police are guarding the house of the in- 
former Farrell, in consequence of threats of 
violence against his mother and sister. 

LONDON, Jan. 26.—The Rigbt Hon. William 
E. Forster, speaking at the Leeds Liberal Club 
last night, dealt with the several measures al- 
ready foreshadowed by the Ministry. Re- 
ferring to the question whether Ireland should 
have the same franchise as England and Scot- 
land, Mr. Forster said he believed there was 
only one direction in which they could hope 
to settle the Irish question, and that 
was by making Ireland one country 
with Englend and Scotland. This remark 
was received with applause. He further said 
that the only way to meet home rule and dis- 
solution of the union was by treating the 
Irish people as they would treat themselves. 
(Renewed applause.) The extension of the 
household suffrage to Ireland, however, must 
depena upon the state of that country at the 
time a new reform bill is introduced.

The Moscow Telegraph has received a sec- 
ond warning for vielation of the press laws. 

Manprip, Jan. 25.—At a banquet last even- 
ing the Marquis of Sardoal, the recently ap- 
pointed First Vice-President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, in replying to a toast, said: *‘ We 
believe the monarchy and democracy are com 
patible. The monarchy daily becomes more 
respected. I drink to the liberty of the prass, 
to democracy, and to King Alfonso.” His re- 
marks were greeted with cheers. 

The representatives in the Cortes belonging 
to the Antonomist Party of Cuba have asked 
Congress for the papers and full information 
in relation to the gradual emancipation of 
slaves. They allege that the bill ef 1880 was 
imperfectly carried out in Cuba. : 

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—The President of the 
Reichstag yesterday announced that he had 
received 42,000 marks from the New-York 
brewers and hop and malt dealers for the re- 
lief of the sufferers by the floods. 

Notwithstanding the abandonment of the 
Court festivities in consequence of the recent 
death of Prince Charles, the streets were dec- 
orated to-day in honor of the silver wedding 
of the Crown Prince Frederick William. The 
Crown Prince and the Princess Victoria re- 
ceived numerous visits of congratulation, in- 
cluding those of the Emperor and Empress, 
who were enthusiastically received by large 
crowds. More thah 3,000 congratulatory let- 
ters and telegrams have heen received; also 
a hundred packages, which have not 
yet been opened. The Emperor has 
presented a massive silver tea-service; the 
Queen of England has sent a marbie 
statue of himself; 10 of the chief towns of Prus- 
sia have given a suite of dining-room furniture 
valued at 76,000 marks; the city of Berlin 
bas given 118,000 marks for the founda- 
tion of a sanitary school; the sum of 800,- 
000 marks, eollected throughout Germany, has 
been received for benevolent purposes, and the 
British Censu! has sent 30,000 marks for the 
building of an Englisa church. 

‘This evening Edwin Bocth’s performance of 
King Lear was again rapturously applauded. 

VIENNA, Jan. 25.—Advices from Trieste 
state that a new Irredentist Clubformed there 
entitled the ‘‘ Overdank Club” having issued a 
paper of an insulting mature, the Police visited 
the houses of members of the association and 
arrested several of them. The Burgomaster of 
Versa, who arrested Overdank and his associ- 
ates, is constantly receiving threatening letters. 
He intends to dispose of his preperty and leave 
the nciatiborkaod. 

The Emperor to-day granted a private in- 
terview to M. de Giers, the Russian Fereign 
Minister. M. de Giers was received with 
great distinction, aud the interview lasted 
half an hour. The Papal Nuncio subsequently 
visited M. de Giers, and in the evening the 
Emperor gave a banquet to him. Prince 
Lobanoff, the Russian Ambassador, and staff; 
Count Kalnoky, the Austro-Hungarian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs; Coumt von Taaffe, 
President of the Austrian Council, and other 
notabilities, were present. After the ban- 
quet M. de Giers attended the opera. 

The Porte bas sent a circular note to the 
powers pointing out that the English note con- 
cerning Egypt is at variance with Turkey’s 
admitted rights over the latter country. The 
Porte has also requested the Turkish Ministers 
abroad to call attention to the absolute neces- 
sity of a strict observance of the sovereign 
rights of the Porte. Germany has advised the 
Sultan to accept the English proposals, as 
they are in the interest of Turkey itself. 

ALEXANDRIA, Jan. 25.—The British troops 
here engaged in manceuvres to-day in imita 
tion of the siege of Cairo. The warlike dis- 
play gave rise to various rumors among the 
patives, creating some excitement. 

LIMERICK, Jan. 25.—A hurricane occurred 
here to-day, and occasioned serious damage, 
douses were blown down and vessels in the 
harbor suffered from its effects. <A train from 
Galway to Dublin ran off the track and the 
engine and six carriages were wrecked. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 25.—The Right Hon. Richard 
Deasy, Lord Justice of Appeal, is dangerously 
ill. There are only faint hopes of his recovery. 
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THE NORTH SEA COLLISION. 

Hampure, Jan. 25.—The irritation against 
the Captain of the steamer Sultan is rapidly 
abating. The Germans who were on board 
the Sultan at the time of the- disaster 
have been examined before a magistrate, 
and they fully confirm the statement of 
the Captain of that steamer. The Sultan is 


detained by order of the court and not by the 
Police, as at first reported. Her Captain and 
crew are perfectly free. Itis stated that the 
owners of the Sultan will not deposit the large 
amount of caution money demanded by the 
court, the vessel not being worth it.

VICTORY FOR GOOD GOVERNMENT, 


THREE DISHONEST ELECTION OFFICERS IN 
PHILADELPHIA CONVICTED. 
~ PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 25.—The second impor- 
tant conviction, due to the efforts of the Citizens’ 
Committee of One Hundred, of bailot-box stuffers 
and dishonest election officers was accomplished 
to-day. The first was the convietion of Council- 
man David Monat, whe is now serving a two years’ 
sentence in prison. To-day Thomas Maher, Jr., a 
well-known lawyer and politician: Isaac Street, an 
equally well known man about town, and Joseph 
Myers were convicted of making a false election 
return. Maheris a Democrat; Street and Myers 
are Republicans. At the Mayoralty election in 
February, 1881, the three constituted the 
Board of Election officers of the Twenty-sixth 
Precinct of the Twentieth Ward. This was the 


election at which Samuel G. King defeated Mayor 
Stokeley. The ring made desperate efforts to re- 
elect Stokeley, and Maher, Street and Myers were 
accused of perpetrating gross frauds to accom- 
plish thatend. Eighteen months ago Maher and 
Street were acquitted before Judge Briggs of the 
charge of prying into and destroying ballots on 
that oceasion. Judge Briggs’s chargeto tbe jury 
that acquitted them was one of the causes of the 
opposition of the reformers to the Juage in the 
late campaign, which resulted inthe election of 
Michael Arnold to succeed him. 

The indictment under whieh Maher and Street 
and Myers were convicted to-day was drawn up 
at the time the other one was framed. * The trial 
began en Monday, and there wase brilliant array 
of counsel on each side. The session to-day was 
taken up by the xurguments of counsel and the 
charge of the Judge. It was almost 6 o'clock 
when the Judge closed his address to the Jury. 
The court-room had beer packed during the ‘four 
days of the trial, and as the jury filed out most of 
the spectators retained their seats. The bar was 
quickly filled with friends and sympathizers of the 
defendants, the Judge having remained in his pri- 
vate room about 10 minutesand then left the Court- 
house. He had not been gone five minutes wken a 
tipstaff entered and informed the officer that the 
jury had agreed. A carriage was hastily dispatched 
for the Judge. Agreatercrowd surged into the 
court-room, and the impression bad got out that 
the defendants would be acquitted, and their law- 
yers undonbdtedly shared the belief. — 

Maher walked uneasily about within the bar, ap- 
parently trying to hide his anxiety sehind a care- 
less and jaunty air, but his face was flushed and 
his eyes betrayed his uneasiness. Street madea 
streng effort to appear self-possessed, but failed 
miserably. At 7:05 o'clock Judge Hore 
entered the court-room; tbe accused took their 
seats beside their counsel, and smiled at the jury 
as they filed iuto their places. The Judge cau- 
tioned the spectators to hear the verdict without 
any demonstration. The clerk asked the foreman 
whetber they had agreed upon a verdict. 

"We find the defendants guilty as indieted,” 
said the foreman. 

Maher's face paled and then flushed quickly. 
The sallow face of Street turned yellow and then 
became set doggedly. Myers turned very pale and 
bit his lips to keep them from trembiine. 

Counsel made the customary motion for anew 
trial, and Judge Hore suspended sentence pending 
argument on that motion. With the consent of 
the District Attorney the defendants were ad- 
mitted to bail in the sam of $2,500 each. The pen- 
alty for the crime of which these men were con- 
victed is one year’s imprisonment, $500 fine, and 
perpetual disfranchisement.

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TEE ASSEMBLY DEALS WITH THE 
FIVE CENT FARE BILL. 

PASSED TO A THIRD READING DESPITE MR, 
GALLAWAY’S APPEAL—SUSPICIOUS IG- 
NORANCE OF RAILWAY OFFICERS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 25,—Incidents cropping out 
here ard there indicate that the Assembly is pos- 
sessed of a mischievious spirit that will openly and 
boldly assert iteelf before the session is over. An 
illustration was furnished to-day when the elevated 
railroad Five Cent Fare bill wascalled up. This 
bill was reported by the Railroad Committee sev- 
eral days ago, nota member of which voted against 
the proposition to report it favorably. The Chair- 
men, Mr. Benedict, of Ulster, this morning offered 
a resoiution recommitting the billin order to ena- 
ble the elevated railroad lawyers to make their 
usual argument against its passage. He read g 
telegram from Mr. Boodle Gallaway, the Vice-Pres- 
ident of the elevated railroad system, asking that 
this course be taken. The Boodle alse embodied 
in his telegram the very extraordinary statement 
that the company’s lawyers, knowing nothing 
about the hearing already given on the bill by the 
committee, were not able to be present on that 
occasion. The Boodle was not wont in previous 
years to be so ignorant of a matter involving some 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. McManus, 
Crane, House, and Haggerty all spoke against the 
preposition. Further discussion was eut off by the 
previous question, and the resolution being put om 
its passage was defeated by a vote of 47 to 68.

MR. O’DONNELL’S MERITS. 
ANOTHER DAY CONSUMED BY THE SENATI 
IN DISCUSSING THEM. 

ALBANY, Jan, 25.—The Senate has consumed 
another day in discussing the merits of Johu O’Doa- 
nell without reaching a vote on his confirmation. 
It was decided to have another open executive 
session by a vote of 17 to 12, and Homer A. Nelsor 
opened the digcussion by renewing the attack upor 
O'Donnell. He haa very few new facts to pre 
sent against the - confirmation, but he ar 
gued that the charges already made surrounded 
his character with so much enspicion as to make 
him an unfit man for the important office of Rail: 
road Commissioner. He presented an affidavit 
from one Johu E. Mosher, of Lowyville, setting 
forth that O'Donnell was expelled from a Baptist 
Church in Lowville, and organized an opposition 
ehurch, to which he promised a deed in fee simple 
of a site fora new edifice; but instead of giving 
such a deed, he made a transfer on theicondition 
that the church should always remain a tree com- 


munion cburch, and failing to do so the+property 
should revert to O’Donnell. The result was that 
the land and the church edifice in tura 
wert back into the hands of O’Donnell, 
and was now used for theatrical skows. 
Mr. Neison aiso presented a remonstrance from 
citizens of Lewis County against '’Donnell’s con- 
firmation in which they denounce biz as a politi- 
cal demagogue,” and a letter was read from one | 
Crummin, ef Canada, who called O Donnell a 
“selfish, conceited place-hunter.” An affidavit

It is said that 
the veto is for no other purpose than to promote 
the passage of the bill of Cary, of Cattaraugus, 
whick abolishes the Capitol Commission and throws 
its powers into the hands of a single Commissiover, 
with a salary of $7,500. The complete control of a 
large number of offices, whici Democrats are 
“buagering” for, is involved in such a course.

THE CHARITIES CONTRACTS. 


FOLLY OF ADVERTISING FOR BIDS IN THE 
‘‘ CITY RECORD.” 

On Dec. 27 last the Commissioners of Chari- 
fies and Correction opened bids for supplies of fish, 
meat, milk, and poultry. They had advertised in 
the customary manner for proposals inthe City 
Record, but Commissioner Hees said last evening 
that very few persons having seen the 
paper the number ef bids was small. 
There were three bids for the con- 
tract for supplying meat, two for furnishing fish, 
one for supplying poultry, and some for furnishing 
milk to the department. Commissioner Hess had 
been in the meat business,and he says he con- 
sidered the bid for that contract—5 cents a pound 
—exeessive, so was the bid for supplying fish. He 
informed the other members of the board that he 
would not vote to award the contracts to the 
lowest bids submitted at that time, as the board 
had the right to reject bids which were 
not “deemed best for the interests of the City.” 
Several days afterward, when Commissioner Hess 
entered the office one morning, Commissioner 
Porter told bim that Robert H. Hedden, the zen- 
eral book-keeper of the department, had informed 
bim that there were certain facts connected with 
the opening of the bids which were not proper, 
and he deemed it te be his duty to inform 
the Commissioners of the facts. He there- 
upon made a_ statement in which he 
said that William WH. Thomas, who had 
held the contrect for supplying fisn to the de- 
partment during the previous year, bad asked for 
a blank cay ears for supplying meat to the depart- 
ment with the intention of putting ina bid forthe 
fontrect. Hedden informed David P. Arnold that 
Thomas was going to “ put in a bid,”’ when Arnold 
objected, and he made some arrangement with 
Thomas by which the latter was to put ina bid for 
supplying fish. In the meantime Messrs. Carman, 
Middieton & Co. applied to the head-quarters of 
the department for a blank proposa!, with the 
intention of putting in a bid for supplying fish to 
the department. Mr. Hedden thought it was bis 
duty to inform Mr. Arnold of that fact, and he did 
#. Mr. Arnold objected to havine a bid for sup- 
plying fish to the depart:nent being handed in by 
Carman, Middieton & Co., and Hedden having 
some infinence with thet firm induced them not to 
put in a bid, as be said Thomas was going to put in 
a lower bid. Relyipe on Mr. Hedden's representa- 
tions the firm aid @ot putin a bid. They took suf- 
ficient interest in the matter, however, to examine 
the bids that were made, and they found that the 
west bid putin was 5 cents per pound, while it 
gad Ta their intention to bid 3 95-100 cents per 
pound. 

The confession of Mr. Hedden had its effect 
apon the Commissioners, and they rejected all of 
she bids and advertised anew for pro . Al- 
though they have received several] bids, Commis- 
sioner Hess says they have not yet opened the 
bids, under advice from the Corporation Counsel, 
who thinks it better to await a desision of the 
court and avoid complication. When David P. 
Arnold found that his bid was the lowest 
among those received by the Commissioners, he 
applied te Jadge Ingraham, in Superior Court, 
Chambers, for a mandamus to compel the Commis- 
tioners of Charities and Correction to acoept his 
bid of 8 57-100 cents a pound for meat. Hedden, in 
an affidavit, alleged that David P. Arnold had of- 
fered him money to induce Carman not to bid 
against Thomas, tho latter and Arnold having 
formed a cembinatien for their mutual protection. 
Arnold, in his affidavit, says that Hedden tried to 
induce him to pay Carman $1,500 to keep him quiet, 
but that he (Arnold) declinedto pay 15 cents, 
es he had not endeavored to prevent 
Carman “or any anybody else,” from putting in 
his bid. Commissioner Hess said that Hedden had 
denied this statement in his report to the Commis- 
sionere. He says nat Hedden had informed him 
that be had been in the nabit of borrowing meney 
from Arnoid and bad thus become under obliga- 
tions tohim Hedden promptly sent in his resigna- 
tion, but the Commissioners bave not yet accepted 
it. They propose to await the action of the court, 
end if they find that Hedden has done nothing 
wrong they will accept his resignation. “If he has 
been wallty of collusien,” said Mr. Hess, “ we shall 
discharge him in disgrace.”

THE PATERSON MURDZR TRIAL. 

The summing up of céunsel before the jury 
in the case of Mrs. Sarah Story, on trial for her 
life at Paterson, N. J., for the murder by poison of 
her neighbor, Mrs. Elizabeth Feest, was concluded 
yesterday, after which Judge Dixon charged the 
jury. The State claimed that it had been proved 
that the prisoner had knowingly given Mrs. Feest 
a dose of strychnine instead of quinine, that she 


kuew its effeets, and that she was guilty of wilful, 
premeditated murder. The defense claimed that 
malice was of the essence of crime, and that none 
had been shown here, nor any intent, and that the 
most that bad been shown was an unfortunate 
misadventure or mistake on the part of the ac- 
cused woman. Judge Dixon's charge was thought 
te lean rather toward a verdict of manslaughter 
on the ground that the prisoner bad not exercised 
due care in giving Mrs. Feest the powder, about 
which she admitted she bad some doubts as to its 
Character. The jury might find a verdict of wilful 
murder or of manslaughter, or they must acquit. 
The jury retired about 12:30 o’elock, and ali the 
afternoon there was a curious crowd gathered in 
and about the court-rooms interested in hearing 
the judgment of the jury. Mrs. Story herself be- 
gan to be somewhat anxious, and lost a little of 
the jaunty demeanor which has characterized her 
behavior since ber imprisonment. Her 75 years sat 
very ligntly on her until this supreme crisis in her 
fate. The jury having failed to agree, were locked 
up for the night.

A FIGHT FOR A RAILROAD 


—__.—_—_—__ 
THE STRUGGLE FOR THE CONTROL 
OF THE CAROLINA CENTRAL. 
SUIT TO DECIDE THE SUPREMACY OF THE 
RICHMOND AND DANVILLE OR THE SEA- 
BOARD AND ROANOKE IN THE SOUTH. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Jan. -The Seaboard and 
Roanoke Railroad Company, chartered by this 
State and Virginia, is assuming great proportions 
as the owner and operater of railways and steam- 
ship lines. This company controls a line of steam- 
ers running from Portsmouth to Norfolk and Balti- 
more, known as the Baltimore Steam Packet Com- 
pany; its own railroad, from Portsmouth to Weldon; 
the Raleigh and Gaston Road, from Weldon to 
Raleigh, which is leased, and the Raleigh and 
Augusta Air Line Road, from Raleigh to Hamlet, 
whioh it has also leased. Mr. John M. Robinson is 
President of all these lines. Hamlet is a point on 
the Carolina Central Railroad, between Wilming- 
top and Charlotte, 111 miles irom Wilmington. 
Wadesboro, between Hamlet and Charlotte, is the 
terminus of a road extending into South Carolina, 
and penetrating a country which produces large 
quantities of cotton and naval stores. At 
Charlotte the Carolina Central connects with 
roads extending inte South Carolinas, Geor- 
gia, and Western North Carolina, toward East 
Tennessee, to a junction with a line of roads 
leading to Knoxville and Chattanooga. The Cen- 
tral is dependent to a great degree on these eon- 
nections, and is the recipient of a large amount of 
freight from all of them from its terminus at 
Shelby, to Wilmington, a distance of 242 miles. 
The Seaboard and Roaneke Railroad was a rival 
to the Carolina Central, Its Raleigh and Augusta 
Air Line, commencing at Hamlet, runs at right 
angles away from Wilmington and the Carolina 
Central to Raleigh, a distance of 97 miles, where it 
cennects with the Raleigh and Gaston Road, still 
further away from the Carolina Central, and at Wel- 
don connects with the Seaboard and Roanoke. a 
distance of 97 miles from Raleigh, running thence 
to Portsmouth, a distance of 80 miles, and con- 


necting there with the boats of the Baltimore 
Steam Packet Company and of the Old Dominion 
Steam-ship Company. The Carolina Central was 
not an extension of the Jines of the Seaboard and 
Roanoske system and its leased subordinates, but 
across line. Two years ago the Atlanta Air Line, 
running from Charlotre to Atlanta, was leased by 
the Richmondand Danville Company. The Colun- 
bia and Augusta Read had before been Jeased by 
the same company, so that by this new lease the 
Carolina Central and the Seabourd system were 
greatly damaged, the contro! of both the Southern 
lines entering Charlotte passing to an unfriendly 
company. 

It was this fact and a desire to extend the Seaa- 
board system further South that opened the eyes 
ef John M. Robinson, President of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke, and impelled him to look around 
and make other connections by the purchase of 
railway and steam-ship lines. Im October, 1881, he 
purchased a coutrolling interest in the Carolina 
Central Road, and in February last he secured the 
control of the Old Deminion Steam-ship Company. 
The fact that a new company was surveying a road 
from Norfolk te Goldsboro, N. C., and on 
to Fayetteville and Columbia, 8. C., and that 
the new company was negotiating for the 
purchase of a controlling interest in the 
Old Deminion Steam-ship Company, for the pur- 
pose of running this line from New-York to Nor- 
folk, in counection with the new road as soon as 
it could be completed, compelled Mr. Robihson to 
take this step. The Old Dominion has an immense 
patronage in freights and pasreugers at New-York 
and is fed at Norfolk by the Norfolk and Western, 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, the Seaboard and Roan- 
eke, the Raleigh and Gaston, the Carolina Cen- 
tral, the Wilmington and Weldon, and the Wil- 
mingten, Columbia and Augusta Kallroads. The 
ownersbip ef this steam-ship line by the company 
which proposed to buiid another road from Nor- 
folk to Goldsboro would have been well-nigh ruin- 
ous to the Seaboard system, and would have made 
oe ~~ tad road a paying investment as soun as com- 
pleted. 

When the Carolina Central was purchased it was 
expected by Mr. Robinson that the narrow gauge 
read, now completed from Chester, §. C., to Lin- 
eolnton, N. C., on the Central, would be completed 
to Lenoir. ir Caidwel] County; that the charter of 
the road from Lenoir to the Cranberry Iron-works, 
in Mitebell County, N. C., was controlled by the 
friends of the Carolina Central,and that the link 
from Lenoir would be speedi! built after the link 
from Lircolaton to Lenoir had been compieted, the 
line from Cranberry to Lincolyton being thus vir- 
tually controlled by the Carolina Central. The ob- 
jeet of controlling the narrow -gauge waa to 
monopolize the freight in iron manufactured at 
Cranberry. which promises to be immense. This 
narrow gauge road runs across the Richmond and 
Danville at Hickory, in Catawba County, and 
the Richmond and Danville determined to 
securo it as a_ feeder to their lines 
and to circumvent Mr. Robinson in his efforts to 
extend and widen the Seaboard aud Roanoke sys- 
tem. Last Summer, while Mr. Robinson was in 
Europe for his heaith, the Richmond and Danville 
succeeded in leasing the narrow gauge. although 
Major J. C. Winder, Superintendent of Mr. Robin- 
son's roads, did ail that ke could to prevent it. The 
iron andore from Cranberry will now be stopped 
at Hickory, transferred to the Richmond and Dan- 
ville line, and transported to West Point en the 
James River. This was # savage blow at the Car- 
olina Central, and through it to the Seaboard and 
Roanoke system. 

A lawsuit, said to have been instigated by the 
Richmond and Daaville Company, is new on the 
docket of the Federal Court for the Eastern Dis- 
triet of this State, involving the legality of the sale 
of the Carolina Central tothe Seaboard and Roa- 
noke Company, and this bas revived hopes that the 
road may yet pass into other hands. The suit was 
brought in the Superior Court of New-Hanover 
County, by Mrs. Virginia B. Mathews, wife of Ed- 
ward Mathews, of New-York. The defendants are 
Frances 0. French, Arthur B. Graves, James §&. 
Whedbee, Andrew V. Stout, and William I’. Sorey, 
of New-York; John M. Robinson, of Bal- 
timore; R. C. Hoffman and William W. 
Chamberlain, of Norfolk; the Carolina Central 
Railway Company, David R. Murchison, (now de- 
coased,) Kenneth M. Murchison. and William F. 
Sorey, of the firm of Murchison & Co., New-York; 
the Farmer’s Loan and Trust Company, of New- 
York; the Seaboard and Roanoke Railway Com- 
pany, R. A. Lancaster, and the Union Trust Com- 
pany, of New-York. The complainant alleges that 
a combination was entered into on the 9th of July, 
1880, at the office of R. A. Laneaster, No. 66 Broad- 
way, New-York, by and between D. R. Murchison, 
F. O, Frensh, A. B. Graves, James S. Whedbee, A. 
V. Stout, R. A. Lancaster, and others to speculate 
with their own individual interests in the Carolina 
Centra] Railway Company, and to cheat anJ de- 
fraud Mre. Mathews, who was interested in the 
company to the amount of $4,946,000, as follows: 
First mortgage bonds, $1,194,000; second mortgage 
bonds, $2.552,000; stock, $1,000,000; money ad- 
vaneed, $200,000, Default was madein the pay- 
ment of interest and principal of the bonds, 
and the road was sold May 31, 1880, and pur- 
chased by a committee of the first mortgage bond- 
holders. A plan of reorganization was then agreed 
on by which the liabilities of the company to Mrs. 
Mathews would have beon $4.379,600, as follows: 
First mortgage bonds, $716,400; second mortgage 
boards, $476,690; third mortgage bonds, $1,350,000; 
debt on third mortgage bonds, $90,000; stock, 
$1,746,600, The meeting at the office of K. A. Lan- 
casteron July 9, 1880, it is charged, was the first 
overt aot of fraud, the plan of reorganization as 
adopted May 12, 1880, being altered at this meet- 
ing so as to reduce the liabilities of the company to 
Mrr, Mathews to $3,109,600. By the May plan the 
stock was .attached to the first mortgage bonds, 
and by the July plan to the second mortgage bonds. 
This reduced the capital stock from -:$3,000,000 to 
$1,500,000 and puta majority of the stock into the 
hands of the persons who formed the combination 
on the 9th of July, 1880. 

The meeting to perfect the reorgavizotion of the 
company was held, it is charged, at Weldon, N. C., 
an obscure town, 164 miles away from Wilming 
ton, on the Wilmington and Weldon Railroaa, and 
at the terminus of the Seaboard and Roanoke Rail- 
road. No notice ot the meeting was pubiished, 
and the stock and bonds of Mrs. Mathews were 
illegally voted. The conspirators secured their 
second mortgage bonds and stocks, pooled them, 
and sold them to D. i. Murchison at the rate of 

$780 for each $1,000 bond, and he, within a short 
time sold 663 bonds and certificatos for stock to 
John M. Robinson on account of the Seaboard and 
Roanoke Raiiroad Company for $1,100 per bond. 
Murchison was the attorney for Mrs. Mathews in 
all these transactions, and french, Graves, Stout, 
Whedbee, and Marchison were ‘Trustees for the 
first mortgage bondholders. All betrayed their 
trusts, and repudiated their contracts with Mrs. 
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| Matnews, so that by the plam of reorganization 


adopted at Weldon on July 9, 1880, the liabilities of 
the company to Mrs. Mathews were further re 
duced to $1,185,000, her first mortgage bonds being 
valued at $716,400, and her stock at $476,600. 
The second and third mortgage bonds have be- 
come totally worthless since the road passed uader 
the control of Mr. Robinson, and beeause of the 
fraudulent plan of reorganization adopted at 
Weldon. It is alleged that Mr. Robinson knew of 
the fraud perpetrated upon Mrs. Mathews, but 
there is not the slightest proof of it to be found in 
the complaint, which consists of 92 pues of 
printed matter, and goes fully into details. The 
road, franchise, and roiling stock is worth nearly 
$5,000,000, and the 663 secend mortgage bonds, 
which control a majority of the stock, only cost 
Mr. Robinson $729,000. 

The defendants boldly charge that the suit is 
brought solely for black-mailing purposes: that the 
fame suit was instituted in New-York against D. R. 
Murchisen and was dismissed at the plaintiff's cost, 
and that itis brought im New-Haverm County and 
transferred to the Federal court’ for the sole pur- 
poze of compelling Mr. Robinson to buy the bonds 
and stock hela by Mrs. Mathews. [for two years 
~fhe defense allege—the plaintiff has been 

tryioe to sell her bonds, and has repeut- 
edly, through her husband, tried to get Rob- 
juson to purebase those issued under the 
Welden plan of reorganization. Mr. Robinson 
has refused to buy them, and Kdward Mathews

It is generally understood that the Carolina Cen- 
tral Road is to be extended from Shelby to Atlan- 
ta should the litication result in favor of the de- 
fendants. Sueh extension would muke a compet- 
ing line through the State in opposition to the 
Richmond and Danville, and this proposed exten 
sion is the cause of the fight between these two 
rival corporations. A motion in the suit by 
the plaintiff for a Receiver of the road 
was argued in Wilmington early in No 
vember last before Judges Bond and Seymour, 
and has not yet been decided. The controversy 
has also been carried into the Legislature, now in 
session, by the introduction of a resolution by Mr.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—A charter was is- 
sued to-day tothe Harrisburg and Western Rail- 
read Company, which intends to construct a line 
from Harrisburg to a connection with the Pitts- 
burg, McKeesport and Youghiogheny Rail- 
road opposite Sewickly Creek, Allegheny 
County. The capital of the company is placed 
at $18,000,000, divided into 365,000 shares, nearly

EASTON, Penn., Jan. 25,—The Pennsyivania, 
Slatington and New-England Railroad have en- 
tered four suits in the United States Court against 
those parties who have trespassed on their line of 
rails at Penargy]. One suit is against the Dela- 
ware and Windgap Railroad for simple trespass,

products, dull early in the day, bug it reacted with 
the strength in wheat, which brought in a good 
many buying orders from outside, especially for 
lard, of which there was little offered. The do 


mand for meats in a speculative way was light, but 
there was a good shipping inquiry on account of 
domestic markets. On the afternoon eall June 
pork and lard were stronger.

A WESTERN DESPERADO LYNCHED—AN AR- 
REST IN THE STRATFORD MURDER CASE. 
Wichita, Kan., Jan. 25.—A report is re- 

ceived here to the é¢ffect that Sheriff Shenneman 

was shot while arresting Charles Cobb, alias Smith, 

a desperado, near Udell station, on Tuesday after- 

noon, and died the same night. By the aid of 

neighbors Smith was taken to a farm-house, where 
he was held to await assistance from Winfield.

that Pullen would have been led to the gallows. 
James MecGaillard, a Justice of the Peace 
of Washington Township, was arriigned ona 
charge of receiving money from the County Col- 
lecter with intent to defraud the county. The 
offense chargea is that he collected bilis of costs 
which he certified for the arrest of persons for dis- 
orderly conduct when in fact no such arrests were 
made. His trial will take ae on Tuesday. Wil- 
liam Smith, a potter, was charged with having set 
fire to and burned Swan Tattler & Co.'s decorating 
establishment on Nov. 11 last, causing a loss of 
over $5,000. He will be tried on Monday next.

Johnson's 
wife remonstrated with him and objected to her 
husband going, when Hammond began to abuse 
her, thinking that Johnson was going with him, 
but before he knew it Jobuson leveled his gun and 
fired. Hammond dropped, and Johnson jumped 
out of the door and started to run, when Sutton, 
who was standing outside, shotand killed him, and 
then left, and has not since been heard of.

IMPRESSIVE SERVICES HELD IN THE PROT- 
ESTANT AND ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCHES. 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 25.—The lact rites over 
the unrecognized victims of the Newuall House 
disaster took place this morning. Nearly all the 
business houses, all the city and county depart- 
ments, and the banks were closed, and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Post Office were closed from 
10 to 12. The occasion was generally observed as 
one of deep mourning. Pursuant to an agreement 


of the clergy of all confessions, 23 bodies were | 


awarded to the Protestants and 20 to the Catholies. 
Each vietim was placed in a neatly trimmed coffin, 
and every scrap recognized as the remains of a 
human being was eared for. The bodics assigned 
tothe Prosestants were taken to the Exposition 


Building, which was densely crowded, and the ser- 
vice commenced at 10 o’clock undor the direction 
of the kev. Mr. Lester, of the Episcopal Church. 
After the reading of a Psalm and_ singing, 
there were Scripiural readings by the 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Unitarian, and Congre- 
gational clergy. The Rey. Messrs. Freeman and 
Emmanuel, of the Presbyterian Church: Rabbi 
Mexs, of the Temple Fmanu-El, and Mr. Haskins, 


of the Independent Union Gospel Church. deliv- | 
ered short addresses, and the services closed with | 


singing * Old Hun¢red,”’ in which the whole audi- 
ence joined. The services were interrupted by the 
explosion of a steam pipe in one of the galleries. 


The crewd made a rush for the exits, but was soon | 


guieted. There were fully 10,006 people in the 
building, but the stampede was unattended by any 
fatal result. 

_ Simultaneously with the exercises at the Exposi- 
tien Building the Catholics held services at St. 
Jobn’s Cathedral, which was heavily draped in 
mourning. Father Keogh delivered a sermon, fol- 
lowed by a solemn mass of requiem by Archbishop 


Heiss, assisted by all the Catholic clergy of the city, | 


and concluding with an absolution over the bodies 
of the dead. After the services processions were 
formed from each place of religions exercise, 
which 2 at agiven point, forming a line over 
two miies in length, all the military bodies, sodali- 
ties, and most of the civie societies of the city par- 
ticipating, fully 6.000 people being in the line, in 
spite of the bitterly cold weather. The coffins 
were placed upon sleighs prepared for the occa- 
sion. The Pretestants were taken tothe Forest 
Home Cemetery, the Catholics to Calyary Ceme- 
tery, and interred with imposing ceremonies. The 
Citizens’ Committee are busy celiecting funds for 
monuments to merk the last resting places of the 
vietims of the terrible disaster, The inquest iu 
the case was adjourned till to-morrow on account 
of the funeral ceremonies.

“I don’t care a damn for the receipts; Iam judge 
and jury here.” At length witness concluded, 
rather than endanger the lives of the patients by 
removal, to pay the meney. and so told Corey. 
He said, rubbing his hands, ** Now, gentlemen, you 
are talking business. Go tothe room and we will 
fix it up.” Witness went to the room, drew up the 
checks, and gave them to Corey. 

The cross-examination of Cyrus W. Field, Jr., 
was resumed at the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the court. Although his brother-in-law. 
Peter, had been illfor some weeks, Mr. Field did 
not mention his illness to Mr, Corey. He spoke to 
him of the iliness of his other brother-in-law. N. 
W. Andrews, the Wednesday night before the Sun- 
day on which Wr. Corey was paid the $5,000. On 
Friday Mr, Field was told by the physicians that 
N. W. Andrews was ill with typhoid fever. On his 
way te New-York the next day Mr. Field told a 
gentleman on the beat that there were cases of 
typhoid fever in the hotel. On his return to the 
hotel that evening Mr. Corey charged him with 
having emptied the hotel of guests by circulating 
the statement. Mr. Corey offered to rent him the 
hotel or to keep it open for him until the patients 
recovered. He gave his share to Mr. Corey so as 
to keep him from putting the patients out.

IDENTIFICATION BY HANDWRITING 
Boston Banker in Exeter (N. H.) News Letter. 

A good handwriting is getting to be one of 
the lost arts. The fathers and grandfathers of the 
present generation, as a general thing, wrote 4 
handsomer and more legible hand than do the 
children and grandchildren. There is one point iz 
penmanship to which I have just been giving some 
attention. It relates to the testimony of hand- 
writing. Not long ago a man was hanged in New- 
England by handwriting experts. Asaclass, suck 
experts ought not to have influence enouzh to han 
acat. And now it is claimed that some Brusself 
murderers have been run down by tel!-tale tricks 
or their penmanship. The readers of this little note 
may be assured that thewriter of it knows individuais 
who can write other people’s names so cunningly 
that these other people cannot decide whetee; 
the signatures are their own or not. I have actaa 
cases in mind where tais puzzle has been 
One notable instance I must mention. The Stats 
of Massachusetts not many years since had twa 
of its bonds presented for redemption which 
seemed precisely alike. One wasa forged bond 
throughout. The officers whose names a 
upon these bonds could not tell “which was 
which.”’ But this ts nothing. I have a man near 
me who can write your signature and mine or the 
signature of any person that may be placed before 
him as a study so eunniagly that neither you nor 
I can tell which is which. It is lucky that 
he is an honest man, or he might de 
dangerous work with your name on a big 
check or note. Bankers in the United States place 
little reliance upon signatures as a means of iden- 
tificatien in payment of checks. &c. The person 
who presents a check to a Boston bank for i 
ment must be positively identifiec before the 
money will be paid tokim. It is in vain for him 
to offer as evidence that he is the right man any 
handwriting testimony. And it does not make 
any difference whether the check is payable te 
bearer or order. Identification in both cases 
is demanded. In England one finds a most 
marked difference from this way of doing 
business. The Paying Teiler of a Londoz 
bauk tries to assure himseif that the face of 4 
cheek is all right, both in point of signature o 
drawer and as regards the drawer’s balance, and 
then slaps out the money to whoever presents the 
cheek. It matters not whether the check is pay- 
able to order orto bearer. He demands no iden- 
tification in either case. He only iIcoks upon ths 
back of the order check to see if it has the name 
indorsed. This check-paying custom did not 
always prevail in England. At one time the 
English practice in these premises was the 
same as ours is now. At that time we copied 
our custom from them. They have since 
progressed out of it. We remain tied te 
their old style. We shall get out of this rut one of 
these days. The great bankers of London long age 
found they could never get through their business 
if the identification responsibility was to remaia 
upon them. ‘They pressed the matter upon the at 
tention of Parliament. Parliament came to their 
relief. It said, pay checks to whoever presents 
them, and your whole duty isdone. If I to-day 
drop my check in London, made payasle te ordet 
of W. B. Morrill, the firat rascal that picks it up in 
the streets and puts Mr. Morrill’s name on the dDack 
may collect that cheek—an@ get imprisoned -for 
life forso doing. It is, of course, the imperative 
duty of any person who has lost acheck to have its 
payment stopped at once. 
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A GIRL WHO SPELLS WORDS BACEWARD. 

In the plantation of Oakfield, Aroostook 
Couuty, Me., there is a girl who possesses the 
faculty of spelling difficult words backward with 
out hesitation. Her name is Hattie M. Drew, and 
she is just past her twelfth birthday and resides 
with her parents in Oakfield. They are people of 
moderate education, living upon a farm in a rural 
community. While this little girl is bright and 
smart as the average of her mates she never at- 


tracted particular attention until, a little more 
tnan a year ago, it was discevered that she pos- 
sessed the singular gift of speilimg any word with 
which she was acquainted backward and without 
hesitation. At a spelling match reeentiy held in 
the school which she attends, witbout any warn-

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SUICIDE OF A YOUNG PHYSICIAN 
AT HOUNSLOW, ENGLAND. 
@ALSELY ACCUSED AND THEN TURNED 
AGAINST BY HIS PARTNER—RIOTOUS 
PUBLIC ATTACKS ON THE PARTNER. 
Loxvon, Jan. 5.—During several days 
there bas been serious rioting at Hounslow, 
afew miles from London. The windows of 
the handsome house of Dr. Whitmarsh « 
medical man of long practice in the parish) 
pave been smashed by the mob, his effigy has 
been burned, a carriage in which it was 
thought he traveled has been stoned, and sev- 
sral policemen have been injured during their 
efforts to protect him. Until yesterday the 
general public outside Hounslow have been in 
tho dark as to the meaning of these preceed- 
jngs. Atthescene of the rioting it was known 


that the partner of Dr. Whitmarsh, Dr. Ed- 


wardes, had committed suicide, and the mob 
who attacked Whitmarsh’s windows believed 
that he had harassed Edwardes into making 
away with himself. There was an inquest 
yesterday upon the body of Whitmarsh’s 
partner, and this morning the papers are full 
of the evidence, which develops a strange and 
painful story. 

Dr. Edwardes hada year ago paid Dr. Whit- 
marsh £1,800 for a half share of his practice, 
and had discovered that this estimate of its 
value was far higher than the results warrant- 
ed. He had, for example, only received in the 
year £180 as his share of fees, though it is said 
the returns were £700. Dr. Whitmarsh had 
told Edwardes that it was worth £2,000 a 
year. Edwardes, it seems, had frequenly ex- 
pressed disappointment at the small returns 
produced by his investment of capital, labor, 
and skill, and a good deal of ill-feeling 
had thus sprung up between the part- 
ners, On one occasion Whitmarsh had spoken 
60 insolently to Edwardes that the latter had 
ordered him out of his house. At the same 
time they assumed toward each other in busi- 
ness matters an appearance of friendship. Dr. 
Edwardes had a young wife and a small fam- 
fly, to whom he was affectionately devoted, 
and his consideration for them appears to have 
made him almost morbidly susceptible toa 


charge of assault brought against him by a 
tient, the more so that his partner added to it 
Fhe sting of his moral support. On the 27th of 


’ December Dr. Edwardes committed suicide by

poisoning himself, and the letter produced at 
the inquest on his body yesterday explains the 
animus of the mob who for several days have 
had to be held in check lest they should burn 
down Dr. Whitmarsh’s house and lynch its 
proprietor. The last act of Dr. Edwardes was 
the writing of this letter, which he addressed

Sir: A most fon] and horrible charge has been 
wrought against me by a wicked, designing woman. 
What the motive was, God only knows, unless we 
except the devil. Probably at first she had no 
thought of the awful consequences of the accuse- 
tion she was making, and, once having made ker 
lying statement, sbe felt bound to stick to it. How- 
ever that may be, there is only one result for me— 
ruin. Suchacharge against a medieal man does 
not as age substantiating: it is altogether enough 
to make it,and the man is lost forever, as far 
as this world is concerned. I should have stood my 
eaaek and faced the consequences of a trial, and, 
firmly believe, have satisfied the jury of my inno- 
cence, and bave put the woman on ner trial for 
perjury, if it were not for that fiend in human 
form, my partner, Dr. Whitmarsh. This vile 
wretch, whom may God yet torment with all the 
tortures of hell, both in this world and the next, 
giad of any pretext for adding to his store of ill- 
otten gains, brought pressure to bear on me to 
eave the practice and run away from the neigh- 
Dborhood, and offered a mean £500 ont of £1,800 
Ipaic him 14 months ago, he to retain all book- 
debts, valued by myself before Mr. Garrett and Mr. 
Lay, at £1,000. I merely mention this to show the 
motive of hisconduct.

Accompanying this was a piece of paper, on 
which was written, ‘The last words of Wil- 
liam Whitfield Edwardes: May God curse 
Michael Whitmarsh.”’ In the course of the ev- 
idence the charge which had been made 
against Dr. Edwardes was read, in the shape of 
a letter written to him by a Mrs. Bignell, 
whom he had attended for hysteria. She is 
the wife of a Jaborer, and though she has two 
children is only 19 years of age. Dr. Ed- 
wardes showed the letter to his partner, sol- 
emniv denied its truth, but refused, on his 
er’s invitation, to go and see the woman. 
t was all a lie, he said, and he spoke of prose- 
cuting her for libel if anything further came 
of it. Dr. Whitmarsh, however, with an as- 
sistant, Mr. Garrett, visited her, and she said, 
“Bring Dr. Edwardes face to face with 
me.” On this Edwardes was induced to 
go with them, and, after,a brief inter- 
view, and in presence of her husband, 
she said she did not desire to do anybody an 
injury, and she wished to be allowed to with- 
draw the charge. Therefore she made the 
following retraction: *‘ Dr. Edwardes—I with- 
draw all charges against you, as expressed in 
my letter of yesterday, and am sorry I made 


them.—-(Signed) F. Bignell, Rose Bignell, and 
witnessed by Michael Whitmarsh, Hounslow, 
Dec, 24, 1882.” The evidence is somewhat 


cloudy upon this point; but so far as I can 
make it out the libelous letter was 
then torn up and left in shreds upon the floor 
of the Bignell cottage, Edwardes went home 
and told wife all about the matter, and

Dr. Whitmarsh told Garrett, 
who repeated it to Edwardes, that the 
woman had said after she signed 


the retraction, ‘‘It is true nevertheless,” 
Furthermore, be went to the Bignells again, 


and there finding that the woman had col- 
lected the torn letter and placed the pieces 
under a tumbler he had them co , and 


Garrett afterward put them together at the 
request of Dr. Edwardes, Dr. Whitmarsh 
having practically reopened the charge which 
the woman had withdrawn, This portion of 
the story is sr gag told by Garrett, who 
called on the ignells with hit- 
marsh after the withdrawal of the charge. 
Dr. Whitmarsh thereupon took the letter and 
explained the charge to ‘‘a professional agent” 
who advised him to write to Edwardes and 
tell him ‘‘the matter cannot be left where it 
stands.” Whitmarsh remarked: ‘‘Of course, 
you know that by such an act as that Dr. Ed- 
wardes has dissolved the partnership;” (the 
inference oeing that he had also forfeited his 
investment in the practice.) On this Dr. Whit- 
marsh revived the scandal and intimated 
(through Garrett) to Edwardes that be had bet- 
ter “clear out of the neighborhood.” How 
this proposal was ‘‘ tempered” with an offer of 
£500 isexplained in the examination of Mrs. 
Edwardes, (the widow,) who was one of the 
first witnesses examined by Mr. Lewis, the 
eminent criminal lawyer, who appeared at the 
inquiry in her interest: ~ 

“Q—Did you or your father in any way doubt 
your husband’s entire innocence? A.—No; Iim- 
mediately expressed my fu!! contidence in it, and I 
treated him with the greatest affection. 

*@—Onthe night of your husband’s death, did 
Mr. Garrett, Dr. Whitmarsh’s assistant, come to 
your husband? A.—Yes. 

**Q.—What did Mr. Garrett say to your husband 
in your presence? A.—-He said, ‘Dr. Whitmarsh 
wants to see you; he has got Mr. Lay, the Bignells’ 
solicitor, there. I believe be has a proposal to 
make about turning out,’ or words to that effect. 
* He intends to offer you something.’’ My husband 
then pressed him to name the sum, saying he was 
sure he must know the terms.

Whitmarsh for conspiracy, and that coun- 
sel had already been instructed when he was 
persecuted into committing this act.

A 
loud burst of cheering greeted the close of Mr. 
Lewis’s brief but significant speech, upon

It is most irregular that state- 
ments by way of prejudice and not upon 
oath should be made on the mere ipse 
diwit of the learned gentleman.” The ob- 
servations of Mr. arvis having been 
received with groans from the spectators, the 
court broke up to resume its sitting next week. 
The eminently respectable position of the par- 
ties concerned and the peculiarly cruel charac- 
ter of the suggested conspiracy and its tragic 
ending make the case the topic of the moment. 
Dr. Whitmarsh has been in practice at Houns- 
low for over 20 years, is the *‘ parish doctor,” 
and a member of the local Board of Health. 
He has not been seen outside his own house 
since the death of Edwardes, and the Police had 
to exercise great ingenuity, after the rising of 
the Coroner’s Court on Thursday, to *“‘smug- 
gle’? Mrs. Bignell by a back way and con- 
vey her safely to London, not daring to 
take her home, where a mob of women 
and men were waiting forher. <A large body 
of mounted and foot Police have been sent to 
Hounslow to keep guard over Dr. Whitmarsh’s 
house and the cottage of the Bignells. During 
the — a mob paraded the village, carry- 
ing effigies of Whitmarsh and Mrs. Bignell and 
acoffin. Theeffigies were to be burned and the 
coffin, containing a hideous caricature of the 
Doctor, was to be buried with a mock cere- 
mony of loathing and contempt. So ends the 
first act of this village tragedy. . The begin- 
ning is bad enough for worse to remain behind.

RECORDER SMYTH’S CHARGE—THE 
LOCKED UP FOR THE NIGHT. 

The trial of Charles H. Warren, a contor- 
tionist, for the murder of Patrick H. Dwyer, pro- 
prietor of a pool-room at No. 108 Bowery, in a dis- 
pute arising out of the refusal of the former to en- 
gage ina game of pool on the night of Sept. 21 
last, was resumed in the Court of General Sessions 
yesterday. The deceased saloon-keeper received 
ashot inthe back, which proved fatal. Warren, 
who isan extraordinary freak of nature, amused 
the court officers during the long hours in which 
the jurors were deliberating on his case by his won- 
der ful actions, disloeating the various joints of his 
body at will and resetting them witha sharp olick, 
disagreeably suggestive of the operating-room.

He withdrew the offenses of 
mansiqughter in the first and second degrees from 
their consideration as inapplicable to the case at 
issue, and defined the law in relation to man- 
slaughter in the third and fourth degrees. If, he 
said, Warren believed that Dwyer intended to kil] 
him or do him serious bodily harm, he had the 
right to take the life of the latter. It was no 
longer the law of this State, the court ex- 
plained, that a man _ should. retire , before 
an armed assailant, when to do so would 
expose his life or person to danger. He had a per- 
fect right, in the defense of his person or life, if 
unable to escape in safety from bis antagonist, to 
stand his ground. and, if necessary, take the life of 
his assajlant. He would be justified, too, in gov- 
erning nimself according to appearances. If he 
Was menaced with a pistol—even though it should 
afterward transpire that the weapon was not 
loaded—he had the right to act upon appearances, 
and take the life of his assailant. is Honor 
charged the jury to take into consideration the 
evidence of the defendant’s previous good char- 
acter, and if they had any reasonable doubt of the 
guilt of the defendant it was their duty to give him 
the benefit of that doubt and acquit. 

The jury retired at 12:50 P. M., and at 10 last 
night, not having agreed upon a verdict, was 
locked up for the night.

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25,--The Naval Appro- 
priation bill, which was passed by the House, con- 
tains many items of general legislation. It changes 
the title of the grade of Midshipman to that of 
Ensign and that of Master to that of Lieutenant, 
and provides that Midshipmen and Masters now 


on the list shall constitute a jumior grade of En- 
sign and a junior grade of Lieutenanis, respec- 
tively. The following are the principal features of 
the measure: 


The provision in regard to the pay corps is that 
whenover vacancies shall occur there shall be no 
original appointments, but promotions may be made 
according to the existing regulations from those re- 
maining. Officers in the line shall be detailed to per- 
form the duties of Paymasters under tve same rules 
and reguJations as are now required of Paymasters, but 
such officers shall not be entitled to increased com- 
pensation in consequence of performing such duties. 

The bill also provides that the various boards con- 
stituted and provided by law for the examination 
(other than physical) of officers of the Navy for pro- 
motion to a higher grade shall conduct such examina- 
tions as far may be in writing, and make a record 
thereof and certify the same and their conclusions 
thereon, under their hands and upen their honors. 
They shal! prosecute and carry on such examinations 
strictly in all the branches and uirements neces- 
sary to the discharge of the duties of the higher grade, 
and particularly as to the professional fitness of the 
officer examined to perform all the duties of the 
— grade at sea. 

hn the subject of promotion the pill contains the 
following proviso: “That hereafter all vacancies 
which shall occur in the various grades of the line or 
stafi of the Navy shall be filled by promotion as fol- 
lows: For each two vacancies there shall be one pro- 
motion in each of the lower grades until such grade 
shall be reduced below the numbers fixed by the pro- 
visions of the act of Aug. 5, 1882." 

The provision abolishing the grade of Commodore lis 
as follows: “Provided that hereafter all promotions 
to the grade of Rear-Admiral on the active list shall 
be from the grades of Commodore and Captain ac- 
cording to seniority and under the regulations now 
provided by law; and no more promotions to the 
grade of Commodore shall be made, that grade being 
hereby abolished; provided, however, that no Com- 
modore now in the service shall be reduced in rank or 
be deprived of his commission by reason of this act. 
All oifeers of the Navy shall be credited with 
the actual time they may have served as 
officers or enlisted men =in_ the regular 
or volunteer army or navy, or both, and shall receive 
all the benefits of such actual service in all respects 
inthe same manner asif all said service had peen 
continuous and in the regular Navy, in the lowest 

rade having graduated pay held by such officer since 

t entering the service; provided that nothing in 
this clause shail be’ so {construed as to authorize any 
cheauge in the dates of commission or in the relative 
rank of such officers.” 

The President is authdrized by the bill to. select 
from the Army and Navy five officers who shall tonstl- 
tute a board for the purpose of examining and report- 
ing to Congress which of the navy-yards or arsenals 
owned by the Government has the best location 
and is best adapted for the establishment of a Govern- 


ed to modern warfare, for the use of the Army and

THE CENSUS WORK IN A BAD WAY. 

WasSHiINGTON, Jan. 25.—The Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee had before them this 
morning the Secretary of the Interior, and Mr. 
Richards, the Acting Superintendent of the Census, 
with a view of obtaining from them some infor- 
mation as to the state of the Census Office and its 
work. It is found that the work ef collating and 
preparing the results of the census for publication 
is ina backward and greatly confused condition.

day passed without his going down to the Forum 
to soe how the work progressed. It may have been 
‘that. to begin with. he was desirous that the re- 
‘sults should justify the expenditure of money not 
laid out on big guns and war material. I know 
that later, when inquiring at the Department of 
Public Instruction fer archeological works I could 
not obtain anywhere else, I had on more than one 
occasion to wait several days because tho Minister 
was reading them, and finally, when the causeway 
was removed, and the limits to which the works 
could be carried, until other arrangements 
were made, was reached, Signor Baccelli 
had conceived as lively an interest as any 
in seeing them continued. He recognized the 
fact that, if these excavations are to contribute 
to general knowledge, and be of any use whatever

CLOSE OF THE TESTIMONY FOR THE DE- 
FENSE—THE PRISONER NOT EXAMINED, 
The defense in the case of John Kenny, the 

bill-poster, who is being tried for the murder of 

John Lennon in the Kings County Court of Ses- 

sions, closed yesterday. When the court opened 

yesterday Kenny’s wife and four children, two 
boys and two girls, occupied seats near the prisoner 
within view of ths jury. The woman and children 
were poorly clad. The first witness was Samuel 

Klein, a butcher, who resides at Duffield-street and 

Myrtle-avenue. His evidence was not material. 

He had heard a shot about 1 o’clock on the night 

of the murder, but on cross-examination ceuld not 

fix the time. Nathan Fernandez, a peddlier, testi- 
fied that he" burned roaches in the closet 
in MeGrath’s liquor store, where the plstol 
claimed to be Kenny’s was found by the 
Police on the night of the day of the murder, (the 
_murder occurred at 1 o’clock on the morning of 
Oct. 24,) and no pistol was then in the space over 
the ceiling. : The witness had stood on the seat 
and put his head,through the fan-light. } He had 
used cigar lighters to burn the roaches. He was 
able to see all of the interior of the aperture over 
the false ceiling. On cross-examination the witness 
admitted that he had been arrested several times. 


that he was in the habbit of running a wheel of 
fortune at race meetings and excursiens, and that 
he had been arrested at Coney Island, where he 
had made some money out of the crowd with ‘a 
esweat-board."’ Joseph Oxford, a s¢book-keeper for 
Kenny & Murphy, testified that. Peter Nolan 
had come to the shop about 9:30 o’clock on the 
morning of the murder, and asked the witness if 
John Kenny sad been there. The witness said he 
had not; that it was not his usual time to come. 
Nolan then said that a man nad been killed in Duf- 
tield-street, and that Kenny was introuble. Witness 
asked why Kenny should bein trouble. Nolan, who 
Was much excited, mude no answer. (When Nolan 
was on the stand he testified that Kenny had met 
him in the shop oathe morning in question, about 
8 o'clock, and sent him with instructions te Mo- 
Govern to destroy some things in his possession. 
Nolan further testified that Kenny had said “I’m 
going to get the collar.’’) 

Stephen G. Munn testified that he had passed sd 
Duffield-street along Myrtie-avenue about 1 o’cloc 
on the morning of the murder. He had seen two 
men scuflling on a stoop in Duffeld-street. A 
woman was standing about four feet from them. 
(Celia Johnson testified on Wednesday that she 
was near the men who were scufiiing, aud that the 
man who walked away leaving the other on the 
sidewalk wore side-whiskers and was not Keany.) 
On ¢ross-examivation Munn admitted that he had 
never said anything about this circumstance until 
some weeks after the murder. He had told 
it first to Matt Kenny, a brother of the prisoner, 
whom he met accidentally on Broadway, Williams- 
burg. At the suggestion of Jere Wernberg, counsel 
for the prisoner, the court, with the consent of the 
District Attorney, agreed to permit the jury to 
visit the scene of the murder, and alzo McGrath's 
saloon, where the pistol was found. Under the 
new Code the jury must make the visit unaccom- 
panied, or accompanied only by the Judge or sueh 
officers as he may appoint. Judge Moore has not 
yet appointed the officors or fixed the time for the 
visit. 

The next witness called was Edward Melliduff. 
He knew Frank MeGevern. MeGovern wore side- 
whiskers two weeks before the murder. On cress- 
examination the witness, who was empioyed as a 
bill-poster by Kenny at the time of the murder, con- 
tradiocted himself repeatedly as to the periods at 
which he saw McGovern during the last year. Ber-

What are known as ‘‘the Clendenning 
Jetters’’ were admitted in the star route trial 
yesterday, notwithstanding the angry and 
excited opposition of the counsel for the de- 
¥endants. These letters, written to CLEN- 
DENNING, Postmaster at Fort Smith, and 
thers by Mr. Dorsry while he was in the 
United States Senate, reveal some of the ne- 
¥arious methods by which the conspirators 
tombined to cheat the Government. They 
gent out reams of bonds, worthless and 
fraudulent, to be certified to and returned 
‘by Postmasters, and the impressiveness with 
‘which the writer urged the utmost secrecy 
upon ‘his correspondents is striking evidence 
of the importance which was placed upon 
this particular illegal device. The letters 
were excluded from the testimony offered 
tat the first trial, and their admission now is 
‘of vital consequence. 


‘ In the Assembly yesterday there was a 
decided victory for the supporters of the bill 
Yo: fix the rate of fare on the elevated rail- 
pways of this City at five cents. The Rail- 
xyoad Committee asked that the bill might be 
recommitted with the understanding that a 
public hearing should be granted to the 
opponents of the measure. Mr. RooseveLt 
‘hit the nail on the head when he said that 
this proposition meant delay. It was an 
‘umworthy device to stave off legislation. 
The open and secret friends of the monopoly 
favored this delay, however, and they ral- 
‘lied in full force to prevent early action. 
Notwithstanding their dilatory tactics, how- 
ever, the Assembly, by a very decided vote, 
*xefused to recommit the bill, which was 
thereupon ordered to a third reading without 
‘amendment. It is most likely that this action 
‘by the Assembly was made more decisive 
‘by the recent arbitrary and offensive pro- 
‘ceedings of the elevated railway managers, 
iwho have practically proclaimed that the 
jtax-paying citizens of New-York have no 
rights that any corporation is bound to re- 
iepect. 


At their meeting yesterday the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration took widely differing 
views as to the way out of the crisis in which 
they now find themselves involved. They 
(voted, however, to approve the bill to place

immigrants from the State to the national 
Government, are reluctant to give up the 
balance of the appropriation remaining in 
the State Treasury to the credit of the Em- 
igrant Commission. In the opinion of most 
of the Commissioners the Jacobs bill, which 
is intended to prevent the commission from 
securing that balance, is altogether ‘‘ too 
radical.” As the present Congressional ses- 
sion is a short one, the chances are that the 
Commissioners will be obliged to worry 
along as they now do for another year at 
least. 





It iseasy to foresee that the Sultan will 
take the advice of Germany and abandon 
the position he has assumed in respect to his 
alleged suzerainty of Egypt, although it 
may be that England will show sufficient 
consideration for his feelings to treat him as 
if he really had something to say about her 
plans tor settihg up a new Government on the 
Nile. Most of the Governments of Europe 
have, at some time or other, shown thisdis- 
position to be outwardly polite to the nerve- 
less and shattered power at Constantinople, 
and asthe fictions by which the Sultan’s 
pride is saved harm no one, there can be no 
serious objection tothem. It will, however, 
bea serious question for Sir AucKLAND CoL- 
VIN, as administrator of the Egyp- 
tian finances, to decide whether the 
annual payment of the tribute money 
is to continue. A Government having such 
pressing need of money as to be frequently 
under the necessity of resorting to the use 
of the whip to stimulate the payment of 
taxes can ill afford to throw away £720,000 
a year in tribute toa power that will have 
no authority over her destinies in the future. 

The Mayor’s Committee on Water Sup- 

ply have agreed to consider, next Wednes- 
day, the three important questions that un- 
derlie the whole discussion. These ques- 
tions, which, when decided, will settle the 
matter for the present, are substantially as 
follows: Does the City require an increased 
supply of water? Is this increased supply 
procurable from the Croton water-shed ? 
Should the new aqueduct be begun as soon 
as the Legislature will authorize the 
work? The discussion is an important 
one, and on its result depends much 
that concerns the welfare of the 
City. It is expected that if the contem- 
plated increase is agreed upon and carried 
out no additional outlay for a water supply 
will be required during this generation at 
least. The discussion, therefore, should be 
public and as free as consistent with the dig- 
nity of the commission and the requirements 
of the occasion. But when the main facts 
are before the committee and before the pub- 
lic the conclusions to be reached should be 
arrived at without unnecessary delay and 
with careful deliberation. 


THE NEAR POLITICAL FUTURE. 


The current session of Congress is more 
than half gone, and up to the present time 
there has been scarcely a single reference to 
the issues which even 60 late as the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1880 were very prom- 
inently before the country. Not a word has 
been said in regard to what is generally 
known as the “Southern Question,’’ and 
upon the matters which have engaged atten- 
tion the Representatives and Senators from 
the South, particularly the latter, have 
divided, as those of the North have, with 
even more indifference to party lines as they 
have previously existed. If there is still 
a ‘‘solid South,”’ it is only solid upon mat- 
ters which are not now before the country, 
and which are not likely to be under any 
combination of circumstances which can be 
foreseen, The Southern Senators were di- 
vided on the bankrupt law, on the bill for 
providing for the succession to the duties of 
the Presidential office, upon the Civil Ser- 
vice Reform bill, and are divided upon the 
tariff. A like division, though not so strong- 
ly marked, will be apparent in the House, 
now that that body has taken up the Tariff 
bill. For the time being, at any rate, the 
sectional lines are very much obscured It 
is probable that they are in process of ex- 
tinction. Itis even possible that they will 
never again be closely drawn, and they cer- 
tainly will not be unless the Democrats of 
the North force such a result. 

Under these circumstances, it is an inter- 
esting question what issues are likely to di- 
vide the voters of the Union in the near fu- 
ture. That there are signs of disintegration 
in both the principal parties must be plain 
to any careful observer. That both will go 
into the canvass of next year, unless there 
should be some unexpected development 
in the meanwhile, moved more _ by 
their vs tnertte than by any radical and 
consistent difference upon any question 
now before the country is equally 
obvious. They have been marshaled for 
the past quarter of a century upon their re- 
spective views and interests with refereuce 
to slavery, to the war which was brought 
about by slavery, to the questions which 
have grown out of-the war. But slavery is 
abolished; the war questions survive only 
in the taxes which it made necessary or ap- 
parently so, and which have not been abol- 
ished, and the two great organizations 
are now largely kept alive by partisan 
attachments, by personal interests connected 
with their maintenance, and by the absence 
of ary absorbing issue to be determined by 
the popular vote. Each one isin the con- 

dition of those mixtures Which chemists 
show in their laboratories, in a condition ap- 
parently homogeneous, but which any rude 
shock resolves instantly into widely differ- 
ing component parts. 

Of the questions which may complete the 
dissolution and readjustment of the two 
parties the tariff is certainly the most im- 
portant, and may turn out to be the most 
influential. But the condition of the pub- 
lic mind with reference ti it does not yet 
warrant the conclusion that it can form the 
basis of a new combination. Each party is 
divided with reference to it, but partisan 
cohesion is as yet stronger than the 
repulsion from this source. The number 
in each party of those who would vote.for 
the opposite party because they are protec- 
tionists or revenue reformers is undoubtedly 
considerable, but it is still by far the minor 
part of either party. This feeling may 
change even before the election of 1884, but 
unless it does that election will not be de- 
cided by the tariff alone. While this is so, 
however. there isa fact. which the Republican 





leaders cannot safely ignore, which is that, 
if the Democrats assume a fairly strong 
position for revenue reform in the next 
Congress, there are many more Republicans 
who will vote for them on that account than 
there are Democrats who will vote for Re- 
publicans because they are protectionists. 
The Democrats would gain by a pronounced 
policy in this regard; the Republicans can 
only save their voters by at least a moderate 
concession to reform. 

The only question of anything like the 
same importance as that of taxation is the 
reform of the civil service, but this is even 
less likely than the other to form the basis 
of radical changes in partisan organization. 
No party will definitely oppose reform. 
None, as at present organized, will give it 
more than a reluctant and forced support. 
Here, too, the Democrats have more to gain 
and the Republicans more to lose. If the 
law which has just been passed be adminis- 
tered in bad faith, evaded, emascu- 
lated, or perverted, the Democrats 
have only to be decently friendly—and 
at no cost of patronage—to gain 
the votes of disgusted Republicans. The 
Republicans, in this case, as in that of the 
tariff, can only hold their men in the ranks 
by fairly sustaining the reform. The situa- 
tion, therefore, is briefly this, that while 
there is no question before the public which 
is likely to completely break up the existing 
parties, or to form the basis of new ones, 
there are at least the two we have men- 
tioned, as to which enough changes may 
easily take place to throw the national Ad- 
ministration into Democratic hands. And 
that danger cannot now be avoided by an 
appeal to the sentiments which averted a 
like one in 1876 and again in 1880, 


THE OPPOSITION TO O'DONNELL. 


The opposition in the State Senate to the 
confirmation of Mr. Jonn O'DONNELL as a 
member of the Railroad Commission re- 
minds one very strongly of the opposition 
made in the same body to the passage of the 
commission bill. It proceeds chiefly from 
the same men and seems to be inspired by 
the same motives. Mr. McCanrtuy, of Syra- 
cuse, for instance, was an opponent of the 
establishment of a commission in any form, 
and not only tried to defeat it in the Senate, 
but headed a movement to induce the Gov- 
ernor to veto the bill. He is an avowed de- 
fender of special rates, discriminations, and 
other abuses which the commission is ex- 
pected to prevent. Others who are trying 
to keep O’DoeNNELL off the commission 
have shown themselves in the past to be hos- 
tile to the enforcement of the main purposes 
of the law. Moreover, it was due to the ob- 
stinate refusal of the Democrats in the Sen- 
ate to support a sensible bill giving the pow- 
er of appointment to the Governor, subject 
to confirmation in the usual way, that the 
hybrid Anti-Monopoly arrangement of which 
O’DoNNELL is the product was resorted to. 

There never was a more objectionable 
performance than that of the Senate in 

dealing with the Railroad Commission bill 
last year. The measure was introduced and 
reported in proper shape, and then a ridicu- 
lous partisan contest was waged over the 
method of appointment. Although the Re- 
publican supporters of the bill were willing 
to consent to a postponement of the time 
for its going into effect until a new Gov- 
ernor had been elected, the Democrats 
would not have it in that form at all. They 
were, or pretended to be, in favor of having 
the Commissioners elected. The result of 
the contest was the adoption of the Anti- 
Monopoly proposition which gave the 
selection of one of the Commissioners 
to three organizations, or a majority 
of the three in case of disagreement, two of 
which were known to be under Anti-Monop- 
oly control. It was the obvious purpose of 
this provision to allow the Anti-Monopoly 
organizations to choose one of the Commis- 
sioners, regardless of the Governor’s ap- 
pointing or the Senate’s confirming power. 
There could hardly be a more vicious trifling 
with the authority of the State in the 
matter of selecting public officials, but the 
thing was done ard the same Senate 
that is now wrangling over the result con- 
sented to it. The choice of a Railroad Com- 
missioner was given practically to the Anti- 
Monopoly League and the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, and Mr. O’DoNnNELL is 
their choice. Unless some stronger objec- 
tion can be brought against him than any 
yet produced, the merest good faith requires 
his confirmation. 

Mr. O’DonnELL would certainly not have 
been our preference for Railroad Commis- 
sioner; he probably was not the preference 
of the Governor, and the Senate may have 
good reasons for not preferring him, but it 
gave away not only its own preference but 
that of the Governor and the people of the 
State last year and has noright to kick about 
itnow. Mr. O’DonNELL is quite as good a 
product of the Legislature’s bungling as it 
had any right to expect. He unquestion- 
ably is a fair representative of the power to 
which his selection was given, and itis for 
that very reason that he is opposed now. 
He is, in fact, a fair representative of the sen- 
timent which compelled a reluctant Senate 
to agree to the establishment of a Railroad 
Commission, and there is no reason to doubt 
that he will work quite as faithfully for the 
fulfillment of its purposes as either of the 
other gentlemen who have been named as 
Commissioners. 

The ostensible grounds for opposing the 
confirmation of Mr. O’DonNeELL are ridicu- 
lous, and utterly discredit the motives of 
those who bring them forward. Nothing is 
shown in derogation of his abilities or his 
integrity in public life. He is not quite the 
nonentity that he has sometimes been 
represented to be. He was in the Btate 
Senate for four years, and occupied the 
important position of Chairman of its 
Finance Committee at a time when Mr. 
Cuarues J. Foueer held the second place 
on the committee. He was then known as 
an able, upright, and fearless opponent of 
the corruptschemes of WinL1aAm M. TWEED. 
He was in the Assembly one term, occupied 
the responsible position of Clerk of that 
body for two years, and was for some 
time a Collector of Internal Revenue 

for the national Government. It has 
not yet been shown that he exhibited 
either want of capacity, integrity, 
or zeal in those positions; but a lot of vil- 
lage gossip and of vague and venemous alle- 
gations from personal enemies has been 
‘‘sharked up’’ and seriously retailed in the 
Senate Chamber by such men as Denis Mc- 


Cartay and Homer A. Netson. It would 
become those Senators better to avow that 
they do not like Mr. O’DonNnELL because he 
is the selection of the Anti-Monopolists, 
was instrumental in securing the passage of 
the bill, believes in its vigorous and faithful 
enforcement, and is not likely to give way 
to the influences that railroad corporations 
will be disposed to bring to bear upon the 
Commissioners. They might then get credit 
at least for candor and courage. 


WORK FOR PARLIAMENT. 

The meeting of Parliament is now less 
than three weeks away, and the work it is 
to do during the session is already the chief 
theme of public discussion in England. 
Sir Coaries DiLKe and Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, 
in various speeches, have given a pretty full 
outline of the measures the Government will 
lay before the House of Commons, and the 
writers for the Liberal press and the reviews 
have been turning the light of their wisdom 
upon the legislative problems awaiting solu- 
tion. There isastrong feeling among the 
English members that this must not be an 
Irish session. But the Irich party has not as 
yet made known its willingness to sit quietly 
through six months of debate on purely 
English reforms, however necessary. 
The election of so furious a Nation- 
alist as Mr. O’Brien, the editor of 
the United Ireland, over Solicitor-General 
Nasu, the Liberal candidate, in Mallow, on 
Wednesday, 1s an incident well calculated to 
discourage confident prophets of a period of 
tranquillity in Ireland. The return of Mr. 
O’Brien is a notification to the Liberals 
that the present Irish party in the House of 
Commons will be doubled at the next gen- 
eral election, and with 70 or 80 members at 
his back, not even the new rules will be 
strong enough to restrain Mr. PARNELL 
from parliamentary demonstrations that will 
shock the Conservatives and make sensitive 
Whigs very uncomfortable. 

There is no doubt, however, that an effort 
will be made to get through some important 
English bills which have been long kept 
back by the more urgent necessities of 
Ireland. Sir Henry James’s Corrupt 
Practices bill is one of these. It isa 
severe measure, drawn with a view tb the 
complete suppression of direct and indirect 
bribery of voters. The proposal to fix the 
maximum of lawful expenditure for a can- 
didate, and to punish heavily all excess, will, 
if the plan can be made to work, make it 
possibie for poorer but abler men to take the 
places of some of the dull and selfish pluto- 
crats who now hold seats solely by reason of 
having big money-bags. It does not seem to 
have occurred to Sir Henry, however, that 
it would be far better to charge the expense 
of maintainisg polling-places, &c., to the 
tax-payers instead of to the candidates. 
After purifying the ballot, it is probable 
that the Government will endeavor to ex- 
tend the privilege of using it by introducing 
the long-promised County Suffrage bill. 
Sir Cuartes Drvke said recently that the 
Ministry were in doubt whether the extension 
of household suffrage to the counties and the 
redistribution of seats would be dealt with 
in one bill or two, and public opinion seems 
to be divided on that point. It is almost 
universally held that the extension of the 
franchise should be speedily followed by a 
dissolution, in order that the new elements 
in the electorate may be appealed to, as the 
County Suffrage bill will enfranchise from 
1,000,000 to 1,250,000 Englishmen, about 
half of the number being agricultural labor- 
ers and the other half householders who 
live outside the borough boundaries. 
Some Liberals, therefore, argue that the 
measure should be put off one or 
two years yet in order to give the present 
House something like its natural term of 
life. But as the first election held after the 
passage of the bill would almost inevitably 
result in a great Liberal victory, the force of 
this argument is felt chiefly by those mem- 
bers who have just cause to fear a loss of 
their seats. 

The redistribution of seats must immedi- 
ately follow the enlargement of the electo- 
rate. Some Liberal authorities urge the in- 
clusion of the two measures in one bill on 
the ground that, if separated, a dissolution 
and new election must be had for each, as it 
would be just as unseemly for the House of 
Commons to go on making laws after it 
had legislated out of existence the borough 
or county constituencies represented by its 
members as to pursue thesame course with a 
million new electors waiting to cast their 
maiden ballots. While there is a possibility 
that both these questions will be put off until 
the next session, the friends of reform in 
local administration feel certain that 
with a man of Sir CHARLEs DILKE’s 
energy and _ well-known  corvictions 
on the subject as President of the 
Local Government Board some much-needed 
improvements in the management of county 
and town affairs will be provided for before 
adjournment. In his recent speech at 
Chelsea Sir CaarnLes dwelt upon the neces- 
sity of a larger measure of local self- 
government, and _ illustrated the evils 
of the present system of excessive 
centralization by telling a little story ofa 
‘very distinguished friend’ of his who 
went out to India in a ‘‘ very high capa- 
city.”’ Almost immediately after his arrival 
he received a telegram from a railway and 
telegraph station about 220 miles up the 
country, the seat of a resident magistrate, 
which ran as follows: ‘‘Tiger jumping 
about on platform; please telegraph instruc- 
tions.”” Things like that might happen in 
any highly centralized administration. Lo- 
cal seli-government in Ireland must be pro- 
vided for also. Mr. GuapsToNnE has prom- 
ised it, and there is a feeling that a wise 
measure for that purpose would do much to 
quiet Ireland by giving her people a chance 
to busy themselves with their imme- 
diate home = affairs. An effort will 
be made to pass Mr. CHAMEERLAIN’S 
Bankruptcy bill, and the old question of re- 
forming the government of London will give 
Sir Winrnras Harcourt a chance to show 
his skill and ability in handling a difficult 
measure. The liquor question is also press- 
ing forward for attention in England, where 
the evil of drunkenness has attained gigantic 
proportions, avd the friends of the agri- 
cultural laborer are urging his claims 
for better educational facilities to fit him 
for his new political responsibilities. These 
are measures that are talked of as awaiting 
introduction at the coming session. It is 


not more than one or two really great bills 
can be passed before adjournment. 


THE MACNICOL CASE. 


The approaching trial of a Kentucky 
school teacher for various offenses of dress 
will decide the important questions whether 
there is any particular style of dress which 
aschool teacher must adopt, and whether 
certain peculiarities of dress are in them- 
selves sufficiently immoral to justify the 
offender’s removal from all connection with 
the great work of educating Kentucky small- 
boys. 

It appears ‘that Mr. Macnicol, of the Nor- 
risville District School, has been charged by 
the ladies of his district with ‘official mis- 
conduct.”’ The specifications are four in 
number. It is alleged that he does not wear 
a coat; that his trousers are so ragged as to 
expose portions of his legs; that he wears 
only one suspender, and that he never puts 
on a pair of stockings. The charge and 
specifications are to be investigated by a 
School Commissioner, and the result of the 
investigation isawaited with intense anxiety. 

There seem to be a strong probability that 
the four specifications above cited will be 
sustained by sufficient evidence. It 
said that witnesses without number can be 
made to testify to the condition of Mr. 
Macnicol’s trousers and suspenders and to 
his habitual rejection of coat and stockings. 
It does not follow, however, that the charge 
of official misconduct will be sustained. 
Whether a school teacher who is guilty of 
ragged trousers, of one suspender, and of a 
dislike of coat and stockings is also neces- 
sarily guilty of ‘‘ official misconduct’’ is a 

question of law rather than of fact, and is, 
therefore, liable to be decided in all sorts of 
unexpected ways. 

There are many pleas which Mr. Mac- 
nicol can urge in defense of his conduct. 
He may insist that the so-called ragged con- 
dition of his trousers is due to an excessive 
love of neatness. What his indiscriminating 
accusers regard as rents may be simply holes 
made by cutting out pieces of cloth that 
have become accidentally stained with ink. 
Or he may take the broad general ground 
that his trousers have been worn out in the 
cause of education and that the alleged rags 
are the glorious scars of wounds sustained 
while endeavoring to instill the multiplica- 
tion table into the system of a boy peculiarly 
impervious to clubs and reason. There is 
no particular pattern of trousers prescribed 
by any school regulation which has as yet 
been brought to his knowledge, and he can 
claim the same right to wear open-work 
trousers that his fair accusers claim for 
themselves in connection with open-work 
stockings. 

As to Mr. Macnicol’s failure to wear a 
coat, it is merely an evidence of his zeal in 
the cause of education. How can a Ken- 
tucky school teacher hope to teach half- 
grown Kentucky boys with his coat on? 
If he ‘‘ means business,”’ and proposes to ac- 
complish any real good, he must take off his 
coat. Does not the Kentucky preacher take 
off not merely his coat but his collar when- 
ever he means to preach a really eloquent 
sermon? and did any one ever hear of 
a Kentucky political orator or bar- 
room debater who either spoke or 
argued with his coat on? Mr. Macnicel, 
if he is wise, will confess to teaching without 
a coat and will glory init. The ladies of 
the Norrisville School District are doubtless 
admirable women, but they know very little 
about teaching Kentucky boys if they fancy 
it can be done by a man with his coat on. 
No coat ever yet made would last a Ken- 
tucky teacher for a single week if he did not 
take it off before grasping his cane and sum- 
moning a boy to come to him and acquire 
the first principles of arithmetic. 

The accused school teacher can easily 
justify his use of one suspender. Doubtless 
his object in not wearing two is to put him- 
self in sympathy with his pupils. No coun- 
try schoolboy ever wears more than one sus- 
pender at a time, and he necessarily feels that 
a teacher or any other man who wears two 
is guilty of ‘“‘ putting on airs.’’ Mr. Mac- 
nicol is evidently a conscientious teacher, 
thoroughly understanding the nature of boys, 
and quick to sympathize with them. His 
one suspender is an evidence that he can 
comprehend the feelings of a boy. It is asym- 
bol of his high conception of what a teacher 
should be. Were he to wear two suspend- 
ers he would be, in the opinion of his pupils, 
aman unable to sympathize with boys and 
consequently unfit to teach. Furthermore, 
Mr. Macnicol may assert that the object of 
suspenders is to sustain trousers, and that 
his personal trousers being unusually light 
by reason of their ragged condition are 
safely sustained by a single suspender. His 
accusers must either prove that no pair of 
trousers can be securely held up by one sus- 
pender—a proposition which they cannot 
prove by any facts within their own expe- 
rience, since trousers are purely a masculine 
garment—or they must admit that wearing 
a single suspender is not ‘‘oflicial miscon- 
duct.”’ 

There remains the specification that Mr. 
Macnicol does not wear stockings. Many 
of the noblest and best men the world has 
ever seen did not wear stockings. They are 
a modern invention, and a school teacher 
with a mind filled with classical learning 
need not be expected to have a high opinion 
of them. It may be that Mr. Macnicol 
wears no stockings from the same motive 
which induces him to wear only one sus- 
pender—a desire to awaken the love and 
confidence of his pupils. At any rate, if 
this isa free country, a school teacher has 
the right to decide whether he wili or will 
not wear stockings. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Macnicol will 
be triumphantly acquitted. If he is found 
guilty of official misconduct no school 
teacher will be safe who does not obtain 
written instructions from the ladies of his 
district as to what articles of clothing he 
must wear and who docs not habitually dress 
in the presence of witnesses. And if women 
can dictate how the male schoo! teacher shall 
clothe himself, men will have the right to 
say what clothes a female school teacher 
must wear. From such a state of things the 
acquittal of Mr. Macnicol alone can save us.

under the nom de plume of Jonathan Oldstyle. He 
was contemporary with Scorr and Byron, and was 
almost the first American author in light titerature 
to win a place for himself in English letters. His 
fame was first secured by his famous “ History of 
New-York,” which appeared in 1809. It was not 
until ten years later that tae “ Sketch-Book” made 
its appearance and established his reputation in 
England. Its success finally decided him to enter 
upon a literary career, but none of his later 
works, though all are delightful reading, had the 
genial flavor and delightful humor of these early 
efforts. His “ Life of Washington,” though much 
praised when it first appeared, and in some respects 
his most ambitious work, was toé serious for the 
vein in which he specially excelled. He was by 
nature a retrospective men. To use CHARLES Dup- 
LEY WanrneEr’s words, “He never caught the 
restlessness of this century nor the prophetic 
light that shone in the faces of CoLERIDGE, SHELLEY, 
and Keats; if he apprehended the stir of the new 
spirit, he still, by mental affiliation, belonged 
rather to the age of Appison than to that ot Ma- 
CAULAY.” Groner SumneR, however, the brother 
of Cxartes Sumner, who knew him well in his 
career as a foreign Minister, wrote to Mr. Lone 
FELLOW soon after Irvine's death: ‘“‘ Mr. Invine 
was, in the largest sense of the word, a national 
man—keenly alive to the honor and good name of 
the Republic—and his honest nature revolted at any 
forgetfulness of iton the part of those whom the 
people had selected as their representatives.” The 
same writer attributed to Irnvrne’s style the fact 
that the “Sketch-Book” had been more widely read 
in its original tongue than any book in our lan- 
“* Vicar of Wakefield.” In the 
stir of the day the gentle moods of Invrxe do not 
have a commanding place; we are separated from 
him by almost a generation; his books are not read 
so muchas they once were, and Mr. Bancrort is 

almost the only survivor of the literary epoch to 
which he belonged. But is it not worth while, forthe 
sake of Invine’s memory as well as for the sake of 
the genuine element which he contributed to Ameri- 
can letters, to remember the centenary of his birth 
in something of the Knickerbocker spirit in which 
he lived andin away that shall strengthen the 
literary traditions of America? Irvine was far 
enough from being a Webster, but America will 
never have another Irving. His centenary pre- 
sentsa fine opportunity for the leading literary 
men of the country, and particularly for those 
living in this vicinity, to do honor to his memory.

Eight well-known public men discuss the 
temperance question in short articles which are 
printed collectively in the Christian Union of this 
week. All of these gentlemen are presumably ad- 
vocates of total abstinence, and they were asked 
to contribute their views of the subject because 
each of them is believed to represent an influential 
class in the community. The opinions expressed 
by these gentlemen do not differ very widely. 
They all appear to think that prohibitory laws 
would not have the effect, at this time, of check- 
ing drunkenness, and that a higher public senti- 
ment needs to be cultivated before drinking can 
be finally abolished. Temperance coffee-houses, 
where visitors would not be bothered about their 
religious beliefs, and where young men conld 
find as much comfort and freedom as they are 
supposed to find in bar-rooms, are spoken of as 
profitable auxiliaries in the temperance cause. 
Higher license fees are thought desirable by some 
of the writers, and all insist that the first step need- 
ful is the rigid enforcement of such liquor laws as 
now exist. Mr. Jonn G. Wuirtier thinks that the 
temperance cause has made some progress since 
sixty years ago, when “all classes drank without 
apparent seruple,"’ and “a large per cent. of New- 
England fayms was mortgaged te rum-elling 
groeeries.”” The Rev. Dr. H. C. Porrzr thinks that 
the ‘two wings of the temperance reformers” are 
begianing to work together, and this causes him to 
hope for better things in the future. ‘A man 
whose boy has had his eyes blown out by 
a careless handling of gunpowder may be 
eager that it should be excluded from the 
community, but;}a sportsman who has used it all 
his life without harm to himself or others may in- 
sist that such a eourse restricts his liberty. Both 
of them, however. will agree that measures which 
may prevent it being carried in the vest pocket in 
company with parlor matches or kept under the 
kitchen stove are worth imitating.”” Ex-Gov. Joun 
D. Lone believes that the example of total ab- 
stinence is the best temperance measure. Mr. P. 
T. Barnoum thinks no license to sell liquor should 
be granted for less than $500. The other centribu- 
tors are the Rey. Dr. W. M. Tayrtor, the Hon. W. 
B. WASHBURN, Mr. J. M. Harn, and the Rev. Dr. 
H. W. Toomas. On the whole, the discussion does 
not seem te throw any new light upon the prob- 
lems which worry the temperance reformers.

The result of the Mallow election, which was 
watehed with such keen interest, shows that the 
Parnellite party has increased its hold upon the 
people of Ireland. Down to the very last moment 
strong hopes were entertained that Mr. Jonn 
Nasu, the Solicitor-Gereral, would be returned, if 
only by a small majority. Mr. Naish was admitted 
to the Bar In 1865, and very soon distinguished 
himself by the publication of a work on the com- 
mon law. If the trial of the successful candidate, 
Mr. O’Brrsy, for seditious libel should end in his 
conviction the Government will hardly think it 
justifiable to again declare the representation of 
Mallow vacant. The utmost that can be done is to 
secure an opening tor Mr. Natsu elsewhere. 
Strong efforts have always been made to secure 
seats in Parliament for the Irish law officers, but 
in the present temper of the electors it is not at all 
unlikely that both the Attorney-General and So- 
licitor-General will be kept out inthe cold. Mr. 
GLaDsTonE might be pardoned, considering the op- 
position he has received from the Parnellites, if he 
were to abandon the work ef getting at the root 
of Irish discontent. What he has done thus far 
has been against the judgment of many of his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet, and even English newspa- 
pers give all the credit to Mr. Pannerr. In the 
meantime there has been a great change going 
en in the Irish municipalities. In Dublin Lord 
Mayor Dawson secured re-election mainly because 
of the fact that he had discontinued the practice of 
inviting the Lord Lieutenant te his banquets. It 
had long been the practice te have the Lord Lieu- 
tenant use the opportunity afforded by his pres- 
ence at the first Mayoralty banquet of the year, 
after the manner of London, to make long speeches 
concerning the cendition of the country. Lord 
Mayor Dawson took the ground that it would be 
extremely disagreeable to have to listen to the 
platitudes which the Lord Lieutenant would have 
to use in such circumstances, and that it would be 
unkind to place himin sueh aposition. These re- 
marks ef the Lord Mayor received deeper signifi- 
cance on tne day of his reinauguration when it was 
found that the British flag had no piace in the dis- 
play of bunting at the Mansion House. Queen Vic- 
Torta’s name was received with hisses at;the ban- 
quet, and several of the guests remained seated. 
In the provincial municipalities the change of senti- 
ment has also been marked by surprises. Aldermen 
and Councilors who had been returned'for years 
withont cpposition have been turned out of office 
to make way for men of pronounced national sym- 
pathies. The local boards of Poor Law Guardians 
have also undergone a complete change of com- 
plexion, the lords who had previously held posi- 
tions as Chairmen having been succeeded by ex- 


suspects. 
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A great deal of silliness has been indulged in 
by the London press in regard to what thinking peo- 
ple must consider to be nothing else than a very 
princely gift made to the South Kensington Muse- 
um by a Mr. Jones, who was an Army tailor.

A NEW SCHEME TO DEFEAT FERRY. 
Detroit, Jan. 25.—Two ballots were 
taken fora United States Senator to-day in 
joint convention of the Legislature. They 
were chiefly notable for a greater concentra- 
tien of hitherto scattering votes, with the evi- 
dent intention of feeling of Ferry’s adherents, 
to see if they were disposed to be won away 
from their allegiance. On both ballots Ferry 
got 49 votes. One member who was in the 
original Ferry caucus and supported him on 
the first few vetes, but who then deserted him 
and has since enrolled himself among the scat- 
tering, returned to Ferry on these ballots, and 
great is the wonderment thereat and many the 
msas to just what the movemeni 
means. Probably nothing but little indul- 
es in getting up a temporary sensation. 
tout, Democrat, received 49 on the first 
ballot and dropped to 46 on the second, three 
of bissupporters for the first time catching the 
scattering infection and enrojling themselves 
in that column. The Kepublican opposition 
cast 15 votes for the Hon. Perry Hannah on 
each ballot, their highest number for any in- 
dividual yet; 9 for Hanchett, and 7 for Wil- 
lets. This was an attempt to see how Ferry’s 
adherents would like to change off for a pro- 
nounced friend of their candidate and a resi- 
dent in his own section of the State. The move 
was fruitless to-day, as his forces remained 
anshaken, but it created quite a fluttering in 
the F camp and not alittiealarm. After 
the first ot they made a persistent effort 
for adjournment and filibustered half an hour 
to that end, but were defeated by the Demo- 
crats and anti-Ferry men. When the seeond 
ballot disclosed no change an adjournment was 
consented to, however. Until Hannab himself 
consents to the new movement it can scarcel 
take on formidable proportiens, and that will 
bardly be until Ferry gives up the contest.

LAYING THE PLANS TO CAPTURE THE PRIZE 
TO BE AWARDED NEXT SUMMER. 
* Concorp, N. H., Jan. 25.—Although the 
United States Senatorship question here will 
not come up for settlement until June, when 
the Legislature assembles for its biennizl ses- 
sion, it is already a well-ripened political issue, 
and canvassing is going forward with the zeal 
end thoroughness peculiar to political work in 
this State, Indeed, the political managers and 
party workers began their preparations for 
the contest as soon as the State election was 
fairly over, and now some of the leaders think 
that they can pretty clearly define the situa- 
tion and fairly foreshadow theresult. Senator 
Rollins, who is a candidate for re-election, 
leads the lists, but well forward in the field 
ere a half-dozen ether candidates, with 
zealous and well-trained backers. By Sena- 
tor Rollins’s friends, at least, if is believed 
that thus far he successfully holds the inside 
track, and that his chances are decidedly 
brighter than those of any of his competitors. 
But at the same time they are forced to admit 
that there are a variety of obstacles in his way 
which may trip him. Combinations are form- 
ing or threatening which, leading though he 
now appears to be, may check his progress 
and perhaps secure his defeat, notwitbstand- 
ing the systematic and thorough work which 
his supporters are doing for him in different 
sections of the State. It is this possibility, and 
the prospect that there may be independent 
action and a departure from party customs, 
which may make the situation in this State of 


Stalwart and intense politics as interest- 
ing and perbaps as_ uncertain — clear 
thougb it may seem to appear now 


—as tbat in other States where heretofore 
the path of party men has been comparatively 
clear and free from snags. ‘he other candidates 
now most prominent in the lists on the Repub- 
lican side are Congressman James I’. Briggs, 
of Manchester; Gen. A. F. Stevens, of Nashua; 
Gen. Gilman Marston, of Exeter; O. C. Moore, 
of Nashua, and that almost forgotten ex- 
United States Senator Patterson, of Hanover 
—almost forgotten outside the State, it should 
be said, for in the State he stiil maintains his 
prominent position and holds a strong body of 
triends who yet feel that he has been unjustly 
dealth with, and is one of the growing class of 
ublic men whose vindication is to be secured. 
ese are the present leading candidates, but 
if it should appear that Mr. Rollins cannot be 
returned there is a prospect that his friends 
will concentrate their strength, not upon any 
one of these, but upon some new man, and 
here will come, some people now seem to 
think, Secretary Chandler's opportunity, 
though there is a bost of dark horses—the New- 
Hampshire woods are full of them—in train- 
ing for the succession, each with more or less 
following. 

Whether the Republicans shall go into a 
caucus or have their contest in the open Le- 
gislature is a vexed question with New-Hamp- 
shire politicians, as it has been with those of 
some of the other States in this exceptional 

litical year. New-Hampshire party men, 

ike their brethren in Maine, are slow to take 
on new methods, and slower to abandon party 
customs; but there is undoubtedly a growing 
independence in both States, the influence of 
which upon “ane d men is irresistible. This is 
shown by the present discussion of this very 
question of caucus or no caucus, and the press- 
ing way in which one set of politicians advo- 
cate the no caucus side, The friends of Sena- 
tor Rollins are sticklers for adherenee to the 
usages of the party, and they are now inclined 
to push for a caucus most vigorously. They 
believe that their candidate can carry a caucus 
nomination, and their argument is that a cau- 
cus nomination should bind all Republican 
members. Friends of the opposing candidates 
are taking ground against the caucus, though 
some of them say thatit is immaterial to 
them from one stand-point, for they contend 
that Mr. Rellins is not yet assured of 
sufficient votes to carry even a caucus, 
much less an election in open house. 
Figures are given with much confidence 
of the relative strenth of candidates, which 
show one thing at least, and that is how close- 
ly the Legislature has been canvassed already, 
and how thoroughly the political work in 
New-Hampshire is done. The Republicans 
have in the Legislature, on joint ballot, a ma- 
jority of 95. Their majority in the Senate is 
10, and in the House 85, classifying with the 
115 Democrats in the lower branch, the 2 
Greenbackers, and the 1 so-called Independ- 
ent. Mr. Rollins has by far the larger number 
of votes pledged or to be counted upon for any 
single candidate, but it is claimed by the oppo- 
sition that the combined vote for other can- 
didates will be sufficient to defeat him 
in a nominating caucus, though it is 
admitted that the margin must be 
very slight. Between this time and the meet- 
ing of ‘the Legislature strenuous efforts will 
no doubt be made on the part of the Rollins 
men to reduce this margin, and to make it so 
clear that the majority they now claim really 
exists that the opposition will be forced to 
recognize the fact. But, whether it is in the 
majority or the minority, the opposition has 
all the appearance of an aggressive one, not 
prepared to surrender easily; and thereisa 
possibility that the contest here may resemble 
that in some of the other States, where the 
leading candidate has been checked and over- 
come by a combined opposition in his own 
party inviting and receiving support from the 
Democratic side. 

The question of choosing Senator Blair’s suc- 
cessor at the same June session, theugh his 
term of office does not expire until 1885, is also 
agitated here now, and may be an awkward 
side issue in the contest. It is brought about 
by the revival of the discussion of the meaning 
of the statute providing for the election of 
United States Senators, which requires that 
the Legislature chosen next eyo y the ex- 
piration of a Senator’s term shall elect his suc- 
cessor. This question first came up in this 
State in 1881 as a sequel te the biennial State 
elections and legislative sessions legislation, 
when it was claimed by Senator Rollins and 
his supporters, and afterward so ruled by the 
Supreme Court of the State, that the intent of 
the provision was to place the duty of the elec- 
tion of a Senator upon the Legislature 
chosen and organized next preceding a 
vacancy made by the expiration of 
a Senator’s term. The election at that 
time, however, - was prevented by the 
action of the House, which voted that it had 
no right to elect, while the Senate took a bal- 
lot for Senator, a majority supporting Mr. 
Rollins. Itis understood that Mr. Blair holds 
now to the opinion entertained by Mr. Rollins 
then; and it is thought that he may have in- 
fluentia! supporters in the Legislature, but the 
weight of opinion is that any movement to 

ress his election at this time will be successful- 
y resisted, and that the Legislature will con- 
tent itse!f with but one Senatorial struggle this 
year. What course the Democrats will pursue 
is not yet defined. They are waiting in a Mi- 
cawber-like attitude for something or anything 
to turn up, from which they may reap advan- 
tage, if there is to be any advantage for them 
to reap. The independent element in the State, 
which showed something of its strength or its 
tendencies in the last campaign, is probably 
not to beidle. Its influence, if exerted, may 
be expected to be turned in the direction of 
new methods and new men.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

Hall & Sons’ fire-brick works in Buffalo 
were burned yesierday morning. The entire estab- 
lishonent was burned to the ground, and a shed 
used as a storehouse was considerably damaged.

Island, was destroyed by fire Wednesday night. 
Mrs. Baker and her children had barely time to es- 
cape from the burning building in their night 
clownes. All the furniture and clothing of the fam- 
ily besides a large sum of money were lost. The 
total loss is about $2,500. There is an insurance of 
$800 in the Globe Company. 

A frame building, 100 feet long, near Glen 
Gardner, N. J., belonging to the New-Jersey Cen- 
tral “Railroad Company was burned Wednesday 
night. The machinery and several tons of broken 
stone fell over on the Central Road, delaying trains 
for several hours. The loss will amount to $15,000. 
Fifty men are thrown out of employment. 

The Sandwich (Mass.) Tack Factory, owned 
by Heald & Jones, which had lately been entirely 
refitted with new machinery, was burned last 
night. The loss is estimated at from $15,000 to 
$20,000; insured.

THE STEINWAY HALL MATINEE. 

The fourth concert of the series of matinées 
was given yesterday, and to an audience of unus- 
ual numbers.

THE- CANADIAN CARNIVAL 


WINTER ESPORTS AND GAMES ON 
THE FROZEN ST. LAWRENCE. 

A GRAND BANQUET BY THE CIVIC AUTHORI- 
TIES OF MONTREAL—THE FANCY DRESS 
CARNIVAL IN THE VICTORIA RINK. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 25.—Although yesterday 

was regarded by the committee as the most im- 


portant day ef the Winter Carnival, the sports of 
to-day have given even greater satisfaction to the 





visitors to the eity, om account ef their 
more popular character. The crowd in the 
city to-day is estimated to have been 


even greater than that of yesterday, and the 
trains from all quarters came in loaded to their 
full capacity with visitors tothe carnival. It is 
calculated that from 30,000 to 40,000 strangers were 
in the city and participated in the sports, either as 
spectators or actors. So far as the weather was 
concerred {it could not havs been more favorable 
for the programme if it had been made to the 
order of the committee itself. After the snow- 
storm of last night it cleared off cold and sharp, 
hardening the ice and improving the snow in 
the @rivesand in the mountains. When the sun 
rose this morning it soon banished the chill 
in the air caused by the keen frost of the 


night, and by noon the thermometer regis- 
tered 30° above zero, and the atmosphere wes 
almost as balmy as a day in early Sprieg. This 
state of the weather, of course, added greatly to 
the comfort of the spectators who watehed the 
sports, and in this sense increased the success of 
the events themselves by surrounding them with 
an enthusiasm which could not have been eroused 
on an intensely cold day. 

The day's proceedings opened with a grand civic 

banquet to the Mayors of cities and other distin- 
guished guests, which was given at the Windsor 
lotel at 11 o’elock this morning. The Mayer of 
Montreal presided and all the city officials and mem- 
bers of the Citizen’s Committee were present at the 
banquet. Afterthe banquet an hour was passed 
in making short speeches, and the guests all ex- 
pressed themselves as highly delighted with the 
exhibition which they had witmessed of the char- 
acteristic sports of a Canadian Winter. Among 
the speakers were Mr. Erastus Winan, of New- 
York, who, after complimenting the committee on 
the success of the first e¢arnival, predicted 
that next year double or treble the number of vis- 
itors would pour into Montreal to observe the 
progress which had been made in the architeeture 
of ice palaces during the year. The banquet was 
one of the most pleasant features of the carnival, 
ae was thoroughly enjoyed by hosts and guests 
alike. 

The centre of attraction during the afternoon 
was the St. Lawrence opposite the city. Thousands 
of interested spectators congregated on the ice in 
sleighs and on foot, and watched the progress of 
thesports. The trotting races, of one mile and a 
mile and a half,attracted large crowds, and the skat- 
ing races drew together almost as many witnesses, 
As is well known, the Montreal people are like 
ducks who take to the water when first born. 
They esgage in skating frolics as soon as they es- 
cape from the cradle, and they begin to skate al- 
most before they are able to walk. The fascina- 
tion of the exercise, which seems to be hereditary, 
increases as they grow older, and when they 
have arrived at manhood or womanhood—for 
some of the women are even more expert than the 
men on skates—they can rival the world for grace 
and agility on the ice. This fact was proved by 
the exhibition of thousands on the river rinks 
this afternoon. The events were in some cases 
more closely contested than those of the trotting 
herses. The snow-shoe races in costume were also 
liberally patronized, and they are among the most 
popular of Canadian sports. There was a good 
deal of spirited running and many neck-and-neck 
endings. The curling bonspiel was continued, and, 
as usual, monepolized the attention of the Scotch- 
men and lassies. 

Toward evening there was a grand rush of ve- 
hicles and pedestrians to escape from the ice, a8 
the temperature was falling and it was becoming 
rather uncomfortable. The evening was introduced 
by another grand illumination of the ice 
palace with electric lights, and multitudes 
assembled to witness the dazzling scene, 
the like of which has never before 
been witnessed here or _ elsewhere. With 
the practical knowledge of ice architecture ob- 
tained by the erection of this palace, it is confi- 
dently predicted that the ice palace of the future 
will far surpass the present one, pretentious as it 
is. A fancy dress carnival in Victoria Rink, and a 
concert in celebration of the anniversary of 
Burns’s birthday, ended the festivities of the 
day. The Victoria Rink is a very 
large building, and the interior was 
elegantly decorated with flags and streamers, 
while in the centre was an ice grotto, witha 
fountain illuminated with Greek fire. The effects 
produced by the variegated lights were strikingly 
beautiful. The costumes worn were of all coun- 
tries and characters, and generally brilliant and 
rich. Many of them were extremely grotesque, 
and the comic element would have done credit to 
a Parisian carnival. The concert was patrenized 
by the Scotch lads and lassies, and was in every 
respeet a grand success. 

The songs were all natienal ditties of Scotland, 
and a genuine Scottish celebration concluded the 
day. To-morrow and Saturday the festivities of 
the week will end. More novel features are 
promised, and the excitement is now at its zenith. 
One of the most satisfactory features of the carni- 
val is that while thousands,of strangers have come 
here to make merry in true carnival style, there 
has been no license taken or excess indulged in.

PRINCESS LOUISE'S CHAIR.

FARMERS TELLING OF ITS EFFECT 
ON CATILE. 

DISCUSSIONS ON THE PROPER MODE OF 
GROWING THE CROPS, FILLING THE SI- 
LOS, AND USING TUE ENSILAGE. 

The Ensilage Congress, which reassembled 
at No. 55 Beekman-street yesterday morning, passed 
the day in a free discussion of the value of ensilage, 
the best method of growing the crops and filling 
the silos, the cost of the preserved fodder, and the 
best crops for ensilaging purposes. Legrand B. 
Cannon, of this City. said that his experience with 
ensilage was very limited and confined almost ex- 
clusively to its effect in fattening cattle. He pur- 
chased 90 short-horned cattle and experimented 
with them on his farm in Vermont last Winter, 
treating some as the New-England farmer treats 
his stock and feeding others on ensilage. It cost 
him 1014 cents per day for each animal fed on hay, 
wud 8 cents per day for each animal fed on en- 
silage. The economy of ensilage over hay was 
thus $4 80 during a period of six months. The 
gain in weight of the cattle fed on hay was 5 per 
cent., and the gain of those fed on ensilage was 
11144 per cent., the gain in condition of the ensilage- 





fed cattle being fully 20 per cent. The normal tem- 
perature of the bovine family is 102°, and the 
speaker found that the temperature of the cattle 
fed on ensilage was uniform throughout the Win- 
ter, while that of the others was continually fluctu- 
ating. Mr. Cannon said that he was bighly pleased 
with the result of bis experiments with ensilage, 
apt proposed to continue them this Winter. 

. Congressman-elect Orlando B. Potter said that 
his experience of last year had been repeated this 
year on his farm at Sing Sing, and he had made no 
change in his experiments except to increase the 
quantity of ensilage and decrease the amount of 


crain fed to hiscattle. He had also added hay to 
the contents of his silos. mixing it with ‘his en- 
silage, and he found that if he mixed more than 10 
per cent of hayitinjured the ensilage. He consid- 
ered that silos under ground were superior to those 
built above ground, and the best covering fer 
them was8 or 10 inches of earth. His ensilage 
was slightly acid, but there was nothing offensive 
about it, and he frequentiy placed it in his 
mouth and chewed it. The fermentation 
which takes place is about equal to 
the first process of digestion. Mr. _ Pot- 
ter asked if any person present had fed en- 
silage to hogs with success. President Morris 
answered that he had given ensilage to hogs and 
that they grew iat on it. He wanted no better 
food for them. George T. Powell, of Ghent, N. 
Y., said that he had had twd years’ exnerience of 
feeding ensilage to sheep and hogs. Three years 
ago he fed sheep on the best, clover hay, and the 
gain in weight was 2844 pounds per head when he 
shipped them to New-York. He fed anumber of 
merinos on ensilagea year ago. Their average 
weight in the Fall was75 pounds, and their average 
weight in the market in March was 92 pounds. 
Mr. Benedict, of Holyoke, Mass., testified to the 
adaptability of ensilage as food for hogs. He is 
feeding 65 hogs on this preserved fodder, and they 
relish it and are rapidly growing fatonit. Mr. 
Powell, in answer toa question as to the effect of 


_ ensilage on herses, said that he had fed his five 


borses on corn ensilage with grain and hay. With 
one exception they all like it, and the horse that 
don’t seem to like it particularly well manages to 
eat his ration all up during the day. ‘‘My horses 
never looked better,” said the speaker, “than they 
nave since I have fed them from the silo.” — 

fn the afternoon session W. W. Merriam, of 
Somerville, N. J., said that Prof. Cooke, of the 
New-Jersey Agricultural College, claimed that dry 
stalks properly treated prove as zood fodder as en- 
silage. The speaker did not acree with the Pro- 
fessor. He weights his silo with stone and turns 
eut as fine ensilage as can be produced. He own» 
the largest 18-months-old New-Jersey heifer that 
he has ever seen, and she has been raised entirely 
onensilege. Mr. Merriam found that the cost of 150 
tons of the fodder was, on an ave . $2 6214 per 
ton. Mr. Linsley, of Morris County, N. J., exhibited 
& specimen of butter made from cream 
taken from the milk of cows which were 
fed emtirely on eniilage. The milk  in- 
creased from 15 to 20 per cent. in quantity and 
very materially in quality within one week. 
W. H. Truslow believed that corn was the best ma- 
terial tor making ensilage. He had tried sorghum 
on the farm of the late Samuel Remington at Caze- 
aovia, but he found that the rind was tough and 
sharp. ana cattle do not like it. ‘He thought clover 
contained too much nitrogen to make good ensi- 
‘age. He brings his eusilage out of the silo about 
hours before feeding it, and mixes the grain with 
‘tt. He then drenches it in warm water before giv- 
ing it to the cattle. Hungarian grass, Mr. Truslow 
said, makes excellent ensilage. He thought that 
the proper time for corn to be ensilaged was just 
after the ear had formed, the silk had appeared, 
and a few roasting ears could be gathered. Col. 
Wright, of Atlantic City, agreed with Mr. Truslow, 
snd said that be had never cut a field of corn for 
ensilage that had not some ears fully developed. 
Mr. Brown offered the following resolution, which 
was unavimously adopted:

KEEPING A CORPSE WARM. 


STRANGE 8TORY OF HUMAN CREDULITY FROM 
TORONTO—JO8SEPH HISCOCK’S TRANCE. 
Toronto, Jan. 25.—Joseph Hiscock, a young 


! 


man of 30 years, died in this city on Sundey night, | 


and his body, wrapped in quilts, was at once 
propped up in a chair before a not stove and kept 
there until a late hour on Tuesday. Just before 
bis death Hiscock, who suffered much pain, whis- 
pered that be was ‘going into a trance” and 
would remain in that condition for three days. His 
wife and friends implicitly believed this state- 
ment, and therefore the body was treatedin the 
manner described. The family appear to have 
been’ the victims of an “herb doctor” named 
Victor Hall, who keeps a small shop for the sale of 
herbs and drugs of auestionable value on Queen- 
street, West, next doortothe Dominion Bank. A 
neighbor of the Hiscocks says that Hall was their 
family physician. According to this person, “ Mr. 
Hiseock was a member of asociety of brethren 
who believe in the ‘doctor’s' teachings. Last Sum- 
mer he was taken sick and Hall prescribed ror nim. 


He made him eat something rade of Graham flour, 
and aftera while the Graham cakes had raisins 
added tothem. It cost the family 60 cents a day 
during part of the time for fruit, on which they 
seemed to live almost entirely. Then after a while 
this was varied by a dish made from peas-meal and 
other stuffs. Whether it was the diet ornot I 
ean't say, but the man seemed to improve, and I 
believe if Mrs. Hiscock was sick to-morrow she 
would prefer Hall to any other doetor.” 

The neighbors state that during Hiseock’s {ll- 
ness, * Dr.’’ Hull dosed him with oranges, nuts, and 
figs. Botties and jars filled with hot water were 
placed in bed with him at night and a profuse 
perspiration induced. In the morning these were 
removed and the patient sponged with cold water, 
as the * Doctor” explained, to close the pores and 
prevent his catching cold. His sereams on Satur- 
day, the day before he died, could be heard far be- 
yond the house. Afterthe death, when the dispo- 
sition of the body had beeome known to the 
neighbors, a lady whose daughter died some weeks 
ago called and asked to see Mr. Hiscock. Some ob- 
jection was offered, but she made her way to the 
room, und there found the dead man sitting up ina 
chair and the “Doctor” kneeling neside him. 
* What are you doing with that dead man?’ asked 
the lady. “ You had better put him down, I think, 
and leave him alone. I know what my daughter 
looked hke when she was dead, and that man 
is like her.’ “Perhaps your daughter was 
buried alive,’ was the reply. Tnis was enough, and 
the lady beat a retreat: Another who called ven- 
tured to remark that the man was dead. “ He's 
only ina trance,” said the ‘* Doctor.” **and you look 
as though you could be put into one very easily.” 
This lady dia not wait to see whether she ceuld or 
not, but left, as she said, ‘‘ with her heart in her 
throat.” : 

Drs. McConnell and Powell, two physicians of 
good local repute, were allowed to virit the house 
and they proneunced the man dead, but the fam- 
ily’s faith in *“* Dr.” Hall was unmoved. A reporter 
who went to the Hiscock house on Monday thus 
describes what he saw there: The scene on en- 
tering the room was well calculated to strike awe 
into the bosoms of the ignorant or superstitious. 
A solitary tailiow candle made the darkness visible, 
while Jeaning with one arm on the bureau was the 
** Doctor.” evidently absorbed in a paper on which 
he was dotting down some memoranda. His ap- 
pearance was as peculiar as his surroundings. A 
low-sized, slightly-puilt, figure, with hair like a 
woman's hanging down over his shoulders, anda 
piereing black eye, he was,to say the least, not 
prepossessing in appearance. Thedead man was 
sitting bolt upright in a rocking-chair, his feet en- 
cased in slippers, and his body wrapped in blankets 
and guilts. His glassy eyes were staring into va- 
cancy, and lying on his breast wasa common spirit 
thermometer, which stood at 60°. A stove stood 
within three or four feet of the chair. “* Dr.” Hall 
whispered to the reporter to make no noise. 
Speaking of himself the ** Doctor’ said he was a 
descendant in the third generation of herbalists, 
and for 23 years had been “ detailing a discovery” 
that he called ** Vita Therepeutics.’’ The ** Doctor” 
said he believed im trances, and could put himself 
in one at any time. Placing his hand on the fore- 
head and lips of the dead man, which were as cold 
as ice, Hall said: 

‘Mr. Hiscock, here is a gentleman has called to 
see you,” and then calling the reporter by name he 
introduced him inthe usual manner. He then in- 
vited the reporter to try if he could discover any 
appearance of dissolution having set in, and on bo- 
ing told that he thought he did smiled incredu- 
lously. Ona lounge in the kitchen sat the widow 
pursing one of her four small ehildren, and asking 
every few minutes if * there had been any signs yet.” 
Her mother and several other women were there 
also, together with a relative who had been tele- 
graphed for fromthecountry, The presence of the 
latter wes explained by one of the others, who 
said the “ Doctor” considered it necessary, as his 
patient wanted tosce her. All along tne ** Doctor” 
had been eating oranges and other fruit, saying it 
was to nourish the patient, who was unable to do 
so for himself. 

**Do you really think he will recover?" asked the 
reporter. 

“That Ican’t say,” wasthereply. ‘ He may be 
frightened to death before the state of coma passes 
away. This afternoon a chair upset down here, 
and when I went up he was quite cold, but since 
then he has get warm again.’ The follewing are 
extracts from ** Dr.” Hall's notes: 

**3:50 A. M.—Monday.—The boards of the side- 
walk creaked with the frost. and made his heart 
beat perceptibly with fright. Two persons in room 
who will substantiate the fact. Had been cold 
throughout from head to foot.” 

“5:45 A. M.—Arms warm; no pulse at heart, but 
a slight twitching there.” 

On Tuesday the body began to be discolored and 
to emita very decided odor. Then the herb doctor 
came to the conclusion that his patient had died of 
fright during the trance.

A meeting of the creditors of J. A. & W. H.

James M. Heatherton stopped Mr. Sweeney as he 
was about to leave the room, and drawing a sheet 
of paperfrom his pocket, sald: “ Mr. Sweeney, I 
want to ask you a few questions, Is the Assignee 
a brother-in-law of yours?’ ‘* Yes,” said Mr. 
Sweeney. “Did not you do the stock operating 
for your firm?’ Mr. Sweeney replied in an indig- 
nant voice: ‘I didn’t come here to be insulted by 
an eighty-five-cent creditor of mine.” Mr. Heath- 
erton suddenly became very much excited, and 
brandisbing his sheet of paper on high, while he 
shook his fist at Mr. Sweeney, shouted in a loud 
tone: * You are referring to an old aecount of my 
brother’s. You’re a scoundrel, that’s what you 
are; u scoundrel, Sir!’ Mr. Sweeney did not hear 
the word scoundrel but once, for, alarmed at the 
threatening aspect of Mr. Heatherton, who weighs 
about 250 pounds, he made a flying exit from the 
room. 

After thatthe meeting broke up inte little knots 
engaged in excited conversation, while Mr. Heath- 
erton took the floor at one end of the room and 
delivered a thundering phiiippic against the entire 
Sweeney family.

s WILLIAM HUNT'S DEATH. 
FOUND IN THE MORGUE AFTER HIS FRIENDS 
HAD SOUGHT HIM TWO DAYS. 

The sudden death of William Hunt, which 
oceurred in front of No. 179 Sixth-avenue on last 
Tuesday, was surrounded by some rather peculiar 
features. He was a compounder of drugs, worked 


in Schieffelin & Co.'s drug house in William-street, 


and lived wi'h his wife at No. 354 West Twentieth- 
street. His wife is very sick and was reported last 
night in a dying condition. On Tuesday morning 
he left home to go to work, and when he faiied to 
return that eyening his wife and friends became 
alarmed and made search for him, but in vain. On 
Wednesday evening William Hull, a friend, called 
at Police Head-quarters and madw inquiries con- 
cerning the missing man. The books of arrests 
and accidents were searched, but Mr. Hull was in- 
formed that there was norecord of him. Yester- 
day Mr. Hull renewed the search for his friend, and 
discovered his dead body at the Morgue. He 
had been found, unconscious and in a 
dyin condition, on the sidewalk in front 
of No. 179 Sixth-avenue by a_ peliceman 
and died while being conveyed to the station- 
house. His remains were taken to the Morgue ana 
a description was telegraphed to Police Head- 
quarters, but the Sergeant in charge failed to note 
the fact that tne dead man’s handkerchief was 
marked ‘“‘Hunt.’’ Had he done so his identity 
would have been established when Mr. Hull cailed 
on Wednesday evening, and the friends of the 
dead man would have been saved a_ great 
deal of trouble and anxiety. Coroner Levy 
took charge of the case yesterday and ordered an 
autopsy toascertain the cause of death. The ex- 
amination showed that death had resulted from 
asphyxia, caused by some pieces of bread and sau- 
save becoming lodged‘in the windpipe. It wes sub- 
sequently ascertained that Hunt while on his way 
home stopped at Jefferson Market ard purchased 
some sausages and bought some bread at a neightor- 
ing bakery, and while eating the sausage and bread 
portions of the food became lodged in his wind- 
pipe and caused hisdeath. Mr. Hull was very in- 
dignant last night because the information of the 
death of his friend was not made known to him 
when he called at Pollee Head-quarters on Wednes- 
duy night,

THE SAFPENRS AND M/NERS' CORPS. 

To test the speed with which the Corps of 
Sappers and Miners of the Fire Department can be 
concentrated at any given point where their ser- 
vices are required a signal was sent out over the 
fire telegraph yesterday summoning the members

Assistant Foreman Me- 
Namee, of Engine No. 20, in Marion-street, 
near Spring, arrived next, in 4 minutes and 30 
seconds. ‘Ihe next toarrive was Assistant Fore 
map Van Orden, of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 9, who reached the point designated from the 
quarters of his company, in Christie-street, 
near Stanton, in 7 minutes and 5 seconds. He 
was immediately followed by Assistant Foreman 
Browning, of Engine No. 24,who’came from quarters 
in Morton-street, near Greenwich, in 7 minutes and 
25 seconds.

THE QUESTION OF WATER SUPPLY. 

THE MATTERS DISCUSSED YESTERDAY—HEAR- 
ING THE CONTROLLER IN PRIVATE SESSION. 

The committee which is considering the ques- 

tion of the necessity for an additional supply of 

| water for this City met again in the Mayor's private 

| office yesterday, ali the members being present. 

| Mr. Potter sucgested that some time ought to be 

fixed upon by the committee for considering the 

| mass of opinions and eviderce already taken, and 


for the determination of three of the questions the 
| committee proposed to answer. These questions 
were: 

“ Does the City require an increased supply of pure, 
| fresh water, and shoulda the work necessary for pro- 
curing such supply be commenced as soon as proper 
legislation to secure prompt, efficient, and economi- 
cal execution of the work can be provided ? 

“Will the Croton wuter-shed furnish a sufficient 
and the best supp!y for this generation, and shall this 
commission exclude the consideration of other 
sourees of supply, except so far as these may become 
available hereafter as additions or extensions and 
should affect the present construction of these worka 
from the City to and at the basin ? 

“Should a new aqueduct be commenced as soon as 
proper legislation is provided ?” 

Mr. Agnew said that he was ready to answer the 
first question at once. He believed tne City did 
Mr. Dowd 
suggested that the public should be informed that 
the hearing on these questions would close on a 
specified day. He also believed that an additional 
water supply was needed. Mr. Agnew said he be- 
lieved there was a aubterranean lake beneath the 
City, and as proof he instanced the numerous

springs and artesian wells in various parts of the 
City. While drilling in Spring-street a few years 
ago the Dock Commissioners struck a spring from 
which the water spouted in such force as to move 
the drill out of place. The water was as clear and 
Mr. Potter said there was no 
doubt that in many places in the City water could 
be got by drilling forit. Mr. Eno said this might 
be true, but be knew of several cases where manu- 
facturers had drilled hundreds of feet without 
finding water, Mr, Dowd moved that the three 
questions be considered by the committee on 
Wednesday next, and the motion was adopted. 

James E. Serrell, in reply to questions put by 
Mr. Potter, sald that he believed there was a 
necessity for an independent additional water sup- 
ply, and work on it should begin at once, but the 
first question to be settled was the amount now 
supplied by the aqueduct. The new aqueduct 
should be built at once, because, before it could 
be completed, the City would need all the water 
that the present aqueduct could supply. Charles 
H. Roosevelt again explained to the committee 
Engineer Church's invention for preventing waste 
of water, and Chief Engineer Newton told the 
committee. that on Monday he would answer the 
document put in by the Tax-payers’ Central Com- 
mittee. Then the committee went into another 
executive session, after which it adjourned until 
Monday. 

After the public was exoluded from the commit- 
tee-roomjon Wednesday evening the committee held 
along seeret session with curtains carefully drawn 
down, during which Controller Campbell gave his 
views on the subject of an additional ee gps 
Why Mr. Campbell sheuld be examined secretly 
and his opinions thus be kept from the public was 
not explained by the committee, although the re- 
quest that the session be private came from the 
committee and not from the Controller. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Campbell was asked to state his 
views with especial reference to the three ques- 
tions given above. He told the committee that he 
believed the City needed an additional supply of 
water, and that the work necessary to secure it 
ought to be begun soon. As to the question where 
the supply should be obtained, Controller Campbell 
is understood to have expressed an opinion in favor 
of the Croton basin. Mr. Campbell was asked 
about the subject of. building dams and reservoirs. 
What he had to say in this connection could not be 
ascertained, but it is generally believed that his 
views were not entirely in acoord with those held 
by some of the officers in the Department of Publio 
Works.

THE CARE OF iMMIGRANTS. 
CONTROL BY THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT 
ADVOCATED. 

At the meeting of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners yesterday a resolution was passed in which 
the bill to place the whole matter of immigration 
inspection under the control of the general Gov- 
ernment, which has been presented in the Senate 
by Senator Miller, was heartily approved of. The 
passage of this bill was urged and a committee was 
appointed to visit Washington in the interests'of 
the bill. Commissioner Stephenson, who offered 
the resolution, sald he had always been in favor of 


making the supervision of immigration a national 
affair. For one he was glad that Mr. Jacobs had 
offered the bill in the State Senate to prevent the 
commission from obtaining the balance of the ap- 
propriation made by the last Legislature. If 
Congress failed to take any steps in the 
maiter he hoped that the Legislature would 
remain firm and _ refuse to appropriate 
another dollar for the use of the commission. 
Mr. Forrest said that although he might approve 
of placing the matter under the general Govera- 
ment, he was not in favorof taking, at the present 
time, the decided steps which Mr. Stephenson pro- 
posed. The Commissioners were officers of tag, 
State, which had not yet done away with the com- 
mission. Mr. Taintor was in favor of the resolu- 
tion, and pointed out that under the new bill the 
Government would furnish the means for carrying 
out the law. He could not, however, sustain Mr. 
Stephenson's views in regard to the course which 
the latter thought the Legislature should pursue, 
Mr. Hauselt said the Commissioners seemed to for- 
get that the State owes the immigrant $1,000,000 
on the buildings which were erected on Ward's 
Island at the expense of the latter. Mr. Stephen- 
son said the immigrant had received ample bene- 
fits from the buildings. Mr. Lynch took a State's 
rights view of the matter. He found fault with 
the bill, and said that the State shouid be the im- 
mediate agent in the matter of immigration in- 
spection. Commissioner Starr thought that the 
State should pay all the bills which the commission 
bad been obliged to contract, and Mr. Stephenson 
thought that the balance of the appropriation, 
after paying these debts, should be given pro rata 
to the various counties for their care of immi- 
grants. The appointment of Mr. L. F. Booth as 
the joint agent of the railroad companies doing 
business in the Garden was approved by the board. 
Dr. Daniel M. Stimson was appointed eonsulting 
surgeon of the Ward's Island medical staff. 


SETON HALL ALUMNI AT DINNER.

The wages paid to farm hands were from 
$7 to $15 per month, and to house servants from $8 
to $10, while day laborers received from $1 to 
$1 50. The Germans led among those who were 
given employment, numbering 19,197 men and 1,064 
women; the Irish came next, with 7,463 men and 
6,267 women.

A party of 60 Swiss, who had been promised 
employment in Crockett, Texas, arrived Wednes- 


They 
acoused a man named Schmidt, who brought them 
from home. of having taken about $300 from them 
upon false assurances, and refused to accompany 
him to Texas. The Swiss Consul investigated the 
matter yesterday, and decided that the charges 
against Schmidt had not been sustained. 


Plans were filed ai the Bureau of Buildings 
yesterday by James W. Aiken for the erection of 


an eight-story apartment-house on the south side 
of One Hundred and Thirtieth-street, near Fifth- 
avenue, to be 50 feet front and 110 feet deep, and 
to cost $73,000.. Mary A. White proposes to erect 
on the north-east corner of Lexington-avenue and 
Eightieth-street a five-story apartment-house 45 
feet front and 91 feet deep, to cost $50,000. 

James Shea, an employe. in the Post Office, 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $100 for removing 
stamps from letters which passed through his 
hands, by Judge Benedict, in the Criminal Branch 
of the United States Circuit Court, last term. Shea 
had no money with which to pay tke fine, and was 
locked up in Ludlow-Street Jall. Having been in- 
carcerated 30 days, Shea was discharged by United 
States Commissioner Shields yesterday, under the 
Poor Cenvict act.

Steila Skinner and her sons, Edgar and 
Arthur Skinner. MajorL. J. Noah was appointed 
temporary Administrator of the estate on Sept. 13, 
1881. Mr. John H. Bird, counsel for Mrs. Skianer, 
appeared before Surrogate Rollins yesterday and 
made an application for the issue of letters testa- 


mentary in behalf of the heirs. He said if letters 
were not granted there would soon be “no estate 
to fight over.” He said that the Administrator had 
withdrawn $4,000 belonging to the estate, which 
was on deposit in the Emigrant Savings Bank, and 
about $6,000 from the United States Trust Com- 
pany. He said the Administrator had not deposit- 
ed the money with a trust company as he was re$ 
quired by law to do. When asked with what 
trust company he had deposited the money 
belonging to the estate, the Administrator 
had replied “the National Trust Company.’ 
That institution, counsel declared, had been 
tarned over toa Receiver some time before, Mr. 
Noah was appointed Administrator. Mr. Waite, 
counsel for the Administrator, read an affidavit 
made by Mr. Noah, in which he said his appoint- 
ment as temporary Administrator was totally un- 
solicited by him. He had given bonds in the sum 
of $15.000, and his sureties were good for the 
amount. He had received from the estate $10,- 
623 25. He wus not aware, he said, that he was 
cempelled to deposit the money with a trust com- 
pany, and he had invested it in good securities, 
whicb realized double the amount of interest which 
any trust company would allow. He had not ren- 
dered an accounting for the reason that he had 
never been asked for one by the heirs to the es- 
tate. He had paid out large amounts and was 
willing to turn over the property to the court, but 
if he was compelled to eonvert the securities into 
money they might not realize as much as if time 
was given to dispose of them to advantage. 
Surrogate Rollins remarked that the affidavit 
was “very evasive.”” The Administrator was 
bound to deposit the funds with a trust company, 
and “the statement that he had not read the stat- 
ute on the subject did not come with a very good 
grace from alawyer. He simply said that he had

much of the estate was left, and that he had good 
securities.” That did not meet the requirements.

HYDROPHOBIA OR INSANITY. 
eS a 
BINGULAR CASE WHICH IS PUZZLING 
THE DOCTORS IN NEWARK. 
Newark physicians are puzzled to diagnose 
the disease from which John Wilkinson,a car driver, 
living in Roseville, is suffering. He was taken ill 
several days ago and manifested all the symptoms 
of hydrophobia. He snapped and snaried and 
growled like an ugly dog, but evinced no aversion 
to water; when it was offered to him he bit the 
dipper, but drank its contents, and from this fact 


it is inferred that his disease is not hydrophobia, 
buta form of insanity. He creeps on his hands 
and knees, and to keep him from attacking other 
persons and things with his teeth a cane is given to 
himto gnaw. Ashe rolesit between his teeth he 
growls and snaris like a dog disappointed 
at finding no meat on a_  0obone that 
had been served to it. When Dr. Titus 
went to the house to prescribe for him he found a 
chair against the door, and was obliged to elimbin 
through the window. As the Doetor raised the 
sash Wilkinson sprang at him with the ferocity of 
a blood-hound, barking and snarling. and tried to 
bite him. The physician seized him by the hair, 
and held him untilhe had put the sufferer in a 
straight-jacket. Wilkinson’s friends say he was 
bitten by a dog when young, and insist that he has 
hydrophobia, notwithstanding the judgment of the 
physician to the contrary. Dr. Titus believes that 
the patient has been reading of hydrophobia, and 
that the symptoms ure due to the effect of the read- 
ing on bis mind. He is in a precarious condition. 
His father was insane when he died.
